ALL THE REPUBLICANS NAMED NOW AT 
THE CAPITAL AND THEIR FRIENDS BUSY 

COUNTING NOSES, 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Every one of the 
Republicans who have been mentioned as likely 
to be voted for in Chicago forthe Presidential 
nomination is in this city, and each one 
ought to be informed as to his chances, 
yet none of them appears to be abso- 
lutely confident except Blaine, unless it be 
Arthur. Mr. Blaine’s friends say he is reasonabiy 
sure of a nomination on the second ballot. They 
insist that the serene assurance made by Gen. 
Arthur's friends that the President is solid in the 
South and gaining reinforcements from States in 
the North which have been counted for Blaine, 
is not well founded, but is precisely that sort of 
political coasting of which the Arthur men have 
been accusing Blaine. 

At the White House it is asserted that Arthur 
is sure of 356 votes on the first ballot. The ta- 
bles published in some of the papers that favor 
Arthur's nomination giving him 375 votes on the 
first ballot are not pronounced correct. In ad- 
dition to the 355 votes which the President ex- 
on the first ballot, he has a 

74 delegates who are checked 
fr as sure to vote for him on the 
second ballot. This should be a tolerably cheer- 
ing estimate to the President’s friends, yet, in 
the face of a calculation which gives him 19 more 
votes than a majority on the second ballot, one 
still hears a great deal of talk about the necessity 
of getting a candidate whose name will more 
surely unite the voters in Massachusetts, New- 
York, and Ohio. 

A while ago, when Lincoln’s name happened 
to be suggested as the one upon which the con- 
vention might unite, the idea was treated lightly 
and as one that should receive no serjous atten- 
tion.

sion that Lincoln's nomination would be a 
happy settlement of a difficult problem, and

1. has not been ascertained. His friends dis- 
re Lincoin, objecting to his comparative 
youth, his inexperience, and, strangely enough, 
the fact that he is the son of President Lincoin. 
The Arthur men do not treat him in this way, 
aithough they, too, speak of his nomination as 
an absurd proposition. 
_In all the talk by both Blaine and Arthur men 
langer of selecting either of the two as the 
te, in spite of the known opposition to 
h by a large body of Republicans in New- 
<, is perpetually referred to by the friends of 
{ 1e sheerest nonsense. It is evident that 
this course will be persisted in up to the moment 
the ballots are cast in convention. The dele- 
ates will be assured that the protests against 
selection of either of the two are not sup- 
ported by any large number of voters. Ex-Con- 
gressman Pound, of Wisconsin, who will go to 
Chicago to work for Arthur, and who is confi- 
cent thet he will be nominated, does not regard 
itas necessary that Arthur shall be assured of 
the Flectoral vote of New-York, but that he can 
be elected without the aid of that State. Mr. 
Dlaine’s friends sometimes talk in the same way, 
saying, too,that Blaine can carry Ohio, while it 
vould be utterly impossible to get the Republic- 
ans of that State to unite upon Arthur. 

The members of Congress who are delegates, 
as well as tbose who are not, who are going to 
the convention are talking about starting for 
Caicago, and the departures will begin early in 
the week. Mr. Chandler will leave here in time 
to be present at the meeting of the National 
Committee on the 26th. Senator Frye, who took 
s0 prominent a part in the Blaine work four 
years ago. has taken to the woods, and is 
off on a fishing trip which is expected to 
eecupy him until after the convention. Neither 
Mr. Hale nor Mr. Reed will go to the convention. 
Senator Cameron, of Pennsylvania, will be 
there, but it is unflerstood that he will not at- 
tempt to guide the Pennsylvania delegates, his 
Gesire to secure a re-election to the Senate re- 
straining him from meddling that might make 
\im unpopular.

FORMING A LABOR BUREAU. 

slair finaily succeeded in getting 
the Senate to vote to-day on the bill to es- 
tablish a Bureau of Labor Statistics. The 
result was not entirely satisfactory to the Sen- 
ator from New-Hampshire, for although the 
bill was adopted, it was very far from being 
in such shape as Blair desired, With 
the exception of the enacting clause, radical 
changes were made in the measure from the 
title down. The Senate was not anxious 
to talk on labor topics, and it required 
some urging on Mr. Blair’s part to 
induce it to take the bill up at all. 
Ir. Blair himself proposed amendments making 
the proposed bureau a department, in order that 
its head might constitutionally appoint a chief 
clerk. Mr. Hale so earnestly opposed the crea- 
tion of a new department of Government that 
Mr. Blair withdrew his proposition. After a 
number of amendments had been disposed of, 
Mr. Aldrich called for a vote upon the amend- 
raent offered by him yesterday. to strike out 
ell atterthe enacting clause and insert av entirely 
new mezsure, radicaily differing from the bill as 
it came from the House of Representatives. On 
tais Mr. Biair demanded the. yeas and uays, and, 
to his disgust, the amendment was adcptei bya 
vote of 38to 18. Only three of those who vot ud 
tostand by the original bill were Democrats— 
Messrs. Call, George, and Voorhees. Mr. Geerg2 
Was quite as much disappointed as Mr. Piai~, 
endcould not refrain from ietting the Sen. 2 
know it. 
by a Democratic committee, and passed by a 
Democratic House with less than 20 dissenting 
votes, while only three Democratic Senators had 
seen fit to stand by it.

The vote on the passace of the amended bill was 
then taken, and only two Senators—Messrs. Col- 
guitt and Saulsbury—voted in the negative, 
while 55 were recorded in the affirmative. The 
House bill, which Mr. Blair desired adopted, 
would have established an independent Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, under the charge of a Com- 
missioner with a salary of $3,000 a year. The 
duty of the Commissioner was to acquire all 
useful information upon the subject of labor, 
its relations to capital, and the means of 

romoting the material, social,  intel- 
ectua!l, and moral prosperity of the 
Jaboring men and women. To this 
end the bill provided for a very comprehensive 
inguiry by the Commissioner into a remarkable 
listof subjects, including the various industries 
of the United States; the capital invested therein; 
the division of labor and its results; machinery 
and its effects: the number of persons employed 
as laborers, with a ciassification thereof, male 
and female, married and unmarried, skilled or un- 
skilled, convict iabor, Chinese labor; the number 
and ages of children employed in labor; the nat- 
ure of their occupation, the effect of the differ- 
ent kinds of labor on their growth, develop- 
rent, and health, and their attendanceat school; 
the wages paid by the day, week, or month, or 
by the piece tothe different classes; the hours 
employed and the effect of shortening the hours 
of Jabor upon production; the average earnings 
of the severa! classes; the condition of tenernment- 
houses for operatives and the rental thereof; the 
manner of paying wages; the truck or store 
order system and the profits charged on goods by 
employers; the cost of living. comparing waes 
and prices of necessaries of e¢ in different lo- 
ealities: the sanitary, educational, social, and 
mora! condition of lat ; the average dura- 
tion of lite; accidents ident to. employ- 
ment; insanity: epid factory, _ mill, 
mine. and dwelling inspections; schools, 
facilities for attending and citent to which 
they are enjoyed: statistics of crin.e, sna so forth; 
po-operation, its extent, and results in various 
jocalities and branches of trade, the division of 
their joint production between labor and capital 
where practiced, the pro rata of each and the 
general effect; trades-unions and labor associa- 
tions, the number, membership, and objects; 
strikes. their causes, effects, and remedies; an 
full statistics relating to the immigration ond 
importetion of luborers and their employment. 
To do ail this the Commissioner was to issue 
circulars, with interrogatories to be answered, 

ndaiso to seek for information from abroad.

the President of the information collected, with 
such recommendations as he deemed calculated 
to promote the efficiency of his burcau. 

he sharp criticism and ridicule which these 
elaborate provisions haye provoked in the Sen- 
ate were avoided in Mr, Aldrich’s amendment 
which the Senate adopted. This provides for a 
Bureau of Labor. as a part of the Interior De- 
partment, in charge of a Commissioner of Labor, 
whose auty is set forth as simply “to collect in- 
formation upon the subject of fa por, ics relatiqns 
to capital, the hours of !abor, and the earnings of 
laboring men and women, and the means of pro- 
moting their. materia}, sucix, intellectual, and 
gmorai prosperity.”

THE GOVERNMENT’S LIENS, 

There was a brief discussion in the Sen- 
ate to-day of the bill prepared by the Judiciary 
Committee to provide for protecting the inter- 
ests of the United States in respect of any incum- 
brances on property in which the Government 
has an interest. Under its provisions the Presi- 
dent may, at his discretion, direct the Secretary 


ofthe Treasury to redeem and clear off any lien, 
mortgage, or other incumbrance upon prop- 
erty which is paramount to any interest 
which the Government may have in such 
property. The United States sball then 
become and be subrogated to all rights and se- 
curities theretofore perteening to the incum- 
brance thus cleared off. Provision is made for 
the payment of the necessary amounts out of 
the Treasury, and the Attorney-General is to 
take all legal steps necessary to protect and de- 
fend the rights of the Goverament in such cases. 

Although the bill is genera! in its character, its 
special application is to the various Pacific 
railroads, upon which the Government holds 
liens amounting to many millions of dollars. 
Mr. Garland urged the necessity of the 
bill for the protection of the Government's 
interest in these reads, and Mr. Bayard sup- 
orted it as a matter of simple business wisdom. 
Mr. Slater expressed fears that the Government 
might be called upon to pay over a hundred mil- 
lion dollars for securities worth only $40,000,000. 
Mr. Morgan offered an amendment requiring a 
judicial determination of the amount which 
should be paid before the Government cleared 
off any incumbrance. Mr. Garland could see no 
necessity for the amendment. While Mr. Mor- 
gan was arguingin support of his proposition 
the morning hour expired and the bill went over 
until Monday.

Mr. Hewitt sadiy explained that there had 
been no meeting, as it had been impossible to get 
a@ quorum together. These few unvarnished facts 
indicate about the degree of interest felt in Con- 
gress in a tariff measure. The Democratic Party 
does not care to grapple with the subject again.

THE SOBSIDY CLAUSE. 

There continues to be much talk about 
the Shipping bill, and the opponents of the sub- 
sidy clause are determined that Speaker Carlisle 
shall not select a conference committee that will 
not stand by the action of the House and reject 
the proposition to give $750,000a year to the 
Pacific Mail. It is said that much of the anxiety 
to get the bill through as it passed the Senate is 
accounted for by the fact that many persons, 
including some members or Congress, have 
bought Pacific Mail stocks for a rally, and that 
their purchases were made upon the assurance 
that their expectations would be fully realized 
if the Senate subsidy clause is adopted. Some of 
the House members are very indignant because 
no opportunity for discussion of the bill was 
vranted before it was sent to the conference 
comumniittee. 


THE HAWKINS MURDER TRIAL.

CLOSE OF THE CASE AGAINST THE PRISONER 
FRANCIS, 

CANANDAIGUA, N. Y., May 23.—The trial 
of William H. Francis for the murder of an old 
man named Hawkins was resumed to-day before 
Judge Dwight, of the Supreme Court. The sur- 
geons who made the autopsy of the murdered 
man’s body said that the wounds must have been 
inflicted by a left-handed man or by _ left- 
handed blows. The defense to-day called 
to the stand the prisoner’s father, wife, and 
brothers, and a former employer. They 
all testitied that the prisoner is right-handed and 
that he has been subject to frequent attacks of 
nose bleeding. The prisoner’s wife made a fa- 
vorable impression on the stand as she described 
her impoverished home, the occasion of her 
husband’s visit to Bristol Springs in search for a 
better house, and the scene of his arrest. The 
prisoner himself was not put on the stand. 

About 2:10 o’clock, Mr. Faurott, of the counsel 
for the prisoner, began his closing address to the 
jury. He dwelt entirely upon the circumstantial 
character of the case made out by the prosecu- 
tion, and pointed out what he alleged was the 
weakness of the points made in regard to the 
matches, the tracks in the snow, and the blood- 
stains. He contended that the defendant’s conduct 
all through had been tuat of an innocent man, 


| and very strongly intimated that the real mur- 


derer could be found inthe person of a son of 
old man Hawkins. The son referred to admitted, 
while testifying as a witness for the prosecution, 


| that he had held a smali insurance policy on his 
| father’s lite, and thet in former years they had 
; had family difficulties. 


The Hon. Edwin Hicks concluded the case for 
the prosecution, rapidly sketching the evidence, 
and arguing that there was a chain of circum- 
stances conclusive as to the guilt of the prisoner.

THE VIRGINIA TOWN ELECEIONS. , 

RiIcHMOND, Va., May 23.—The significance 
of the result of the town elections held in this 
State yesterday is to be found in Mahone’s avoic- 
ance of making a contest in any of the white 
districts. One of the principal reasons for this 
course was to avoid the issue of Republicanism 
which would have been forced upon Mahone. 
It is a well-conceced fact in the State that the 
South-west—the great stronghold of the white 
voters—has had the. baiance of powerinall of 
the political contests made by Mahone in this 
State. Had his party placed a ticket in the field 
in the towns of the South-west the whites in 
supported 
him would have been afforded an opportunity 
of repudiating the summary manner in whic 
the Senator’s convention pledged their support 
to the Republicans in future. Mahone, there- 
fore, considered it prudent to avoid raising any 
issue in the white districts before the Presidential 
election. Petersburg, Norfolk, and Danville, the 
three towns selected by Mahone in which to 
muke a fight for the local officers, have a colored 
registered majority. The result of yesterday’s 
election in those towns can hardly be said to 
show any diminution of the strength of the new 
Republican Party. Mahone and Riddleberger 
both carried their home towns. 


NoRFOLK, Va., May 23.—The returns from 
the elections yesterday were not in until to-day. 
The Democrats have carried three wards out of 
four in this city, giving them the control of the 
Councils. Mayor Lamb is elected by a majority 
of 58, and three Democrats on the general ticket 
are elected. There is a big Democratic gain. 

RRSECAIES Ss 0°: REE ES 
TRYING TO CONVERT CAMERON. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 23.— Thomas V. 
Cooper, Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, arrived in this city to-day from Harris- 
burg, where he had been to welcome Senator 
Cameron, and where, it is said, Mr. Coop- 


er and Judge Ewing, of Union County, 
used their best endeavors to convert 
Cameron into a Blaine supporter. To a 
reporter Mr. Cooper said that it was preposterous 
to suppose that Mr. Cameron would go to Chica- 
go as a substitute, and he added that Mr. Came- 
ron would not go to Chicago atall.

THE ANXIETY ABOUT THE FATE OF 
KHARTOUM. 

PILGRIMS ARRIVING AT SUAKIN FROM BER- 
BER—THE REPORTED TREACHERY OF 
THE MUDIR OF DONGOLA. 

Carro, May 23.—Advices from Suakin 
state that pilgrims have arrived there from Ber- 
ber, having been 18 days on their journey. They 
report that the tribes along their route were 
anxious to learn any news of the siege at Khar- 
toum and Berber, as on the result thereof de- 
pends the success of the rebels. 

Col. Trotter has arrived at Wady Halfa. He 
has caused the Bashi Bazouks to leave the fort- 
ress and has taken possession of all the arms 
and ammunition. He met with a _ sullen 
opposition. Col. Trotter is now fortified 


in the strongest building, which is 
stored with a large stock of provisions. 
Wady Halfa is for the present safe. Fifty 
mutinous soldiers from Dongola are outside the 
walls, but have thus far refrained from making 
anattack. Fifty blue jackets have started from 
Assouan to establish a patrol to Wady Halfa. 
Gen. Grenfell will start next week to take com- 
mand ot the Egyptian forces in Upper Egypt. 


Lonpon, May 23.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, Under 
Foreign Secretary, stated that no news ha been 
received from Gen. Gordon since April 10. 
A further confidential message had been 
sent to Gen. Gordon. The Mudir of Don- 
gola believes that the messenger has en- 
tered Khartoum and is unable to return. 
The Mahdi. Lord Edmund said, is at El Rabat. 
It is reported that bis followers prevent him 
from going to the White Nile. Mr. Gladstone 
stated that no definite news had been received 
concerning affairs at Berber and Dongola, but 
the reports were reassuring. He retused to 
make any statement about the reports of the 
Mudir of Dongola’s treachery. 

The Pall Mall Gazette accuses Mr. Gladstone of 
evasion in regard to the coming Egyptian con- 
ference. It expresses the belief that ** Mr. Glad- 
stone is giving way to France on the question of 
international control in Egypt, but he does not 
wish the public to know that such a disaster is 


on the cards.”

The 
“imes admits that the sum demanded jis high, but 
hopes that the calamity of the pictures bein 
lost to the Nationai Gallery may be averted. 
“ The pictures,” itsays, * are of unique historical 
interest and shouid be acquired for the nation.”

A LARGE OIL FIRE. 


TANKS STRUCK BY LIGHTNING—THE LOSS 
OVER $150,000. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 23.—Lightning to- 
night struck a large tank containing crude oil at 
the Atlantic Kefining Company, on the Schuylkill 
River, in the extreme south-western portion of 
the city. The flames communicated to another 
large tank and several smaller ones, and at 
12:30 all were burning fiercely, and it was then 
feared that the oil in the other tanks would 
also catch fire. The loss at that hour was esti- 
mated at $150,000. Several vessels moored at the 
wharves were towed into the stream to prevent 
their being burned should the burning oil run 
into the river. Some of the larger tanks to which 
the flames had not yet reached contain benzine 
and paraffine, and it is not 1mprobable that they

A SOCIETY LADY INSANE. 


ONE OF BALTIMORE’S PROMINENT LADIES 
IN AN ASYLUM. 

BALTIMORE, Md., May 23.—While the 
congregation of Franklin-Street Presbyterian 
Church were singing the next to the last hymn, 
toward the close of the service Sunday 
evening, the shrill tones of a lady's voice were 
heard above the volume of melody. Those 
on the front pews soon identified the singer as 
Mrs. J. Randolph Mordecai, wife of the well- 
known shipping merchant residing at No. 257

North Charles-street. The Rev. Dr W. UO. 
Murkland, the Pastor of the church, at the 
first sound of the lady’s voice appeared to 
become somewhat excited, and by his bear- 
ing showed that the interruption caused 
him great distress. The lady’s voice continued 
to dwell on the notes of the hymn after the choir 
and congregation had ceased singing, and there 
was a hurried movement among the other oc- 
cupants of the pew, who were evidently en- 
deavoring to induce the lady to be quiet. 
Dr. Murkland, after a moment's hesitation, be- 
stowed the benediction and dismissed the 
congregation before the closing hymn of the 
service could be given. Mrs. Mordecuai’s friends 
then escorted her from the church to her resi- 
denee, on North Charles-street. Drs. Alan P. 
Smith, H. P. C, Wilson, and Francis T. Miles 
were successively called in, and the next day 
pronounced Mrs. Mordecai to be insane. On 
their recommendation she was removed to Spring 
Grove Insane Asyium on Thursday. 

The sad affliction which has overtaken the lady, 
who wus very prominent in the highest social 
circles, has been the one some in society circles 
since Sunday. Last week Mrs. Mordecai, who is 
a lady of attractive personal appearance, about 
87 years old, was one of a party who went down 
the bay on Mr. William H. Graham’ssteam yacht 
——. She was on that occasion one of the 

iveliest ladies on board and contributed largely 

to the pleasure of her companions by her bright 
and cheerful bearing and genial good humor. 
On the way home last Saturday, the sun was op- 
Percy warm, and Mrs. Mordecai was exposed 
to its fuil power for several hours. It is to this 
circumstance that the development of her men- 
tal troubles is attributed. On Sunday morning, 
while attending service at Franklin-Street 
Church, she did not give any evidences of men- 
tal troubie. About half an hour before the 
nigbt service commenced she called on the Rev. 
W. A. Murkland at his residence, accompanied 
by her husband, sister, and several of 
her children. While talking to the minister 
she suddenly asked him to preach that night on a 
certain text. This Dr. Murkland kindly declined 
to do, stating, as an excuse, that he had already 
prepared his discourse, and could not, therefore, 
oblige her. Dr. Murkland stated to-night 
that he suspected the true state of the 
lady’s mind at this time. When she com- 
menced singing so loudly in the church 
an hour or so later his suspicions were confirmed 
and he cut short the service in order to prevent 
a scene, Dr. Murkland: expressed the greatest 
sympathy for the lady and herfamily. Other 
friends of the Mordecai family to-night said that 
they confidently hoped the unfortunate lady 
would shortly be restored to health. 

Mrs. Mordecai is wealtny, having inherited 
from a relative, Miss Florence Patterson, a large 
fortune. She was formerly a Miss Emma Patter- 
son, and was a relative of Mme. Patterson Bona- 
parte, the grandmother of Col. Jerome Bona- 

arte and Mr. Charles J. Bonaparte, both well 
<nown in Baltimore. The mentai trouble of 
Mrs. Mordecai is believed to be hereditary, as 
her brother bas been an inmate of Spring Grove 
Asylum for some time. 


TROUBLE IN THE WHISKY POOL. 


THE BREAK IN THE MARKET CAUSED BY A 
DES MOINES MAN, 


Cu1caGco, May 23.—The trouble in the 
whisky pool still remains unsettled. The mem- 
ber who, it is alleged, sold goods for less than 
the agreed prices, and caused the break in the 
market, is George W. Kidd, of Des Moines, Iowa. 
It was stated to-day by a wholesale dealer here 
that Kidd tried to run opposition to the Cincin- 
nati dealers, and sold spirits1 cent below the 


market price—$1 11. The rest of the distillers got 
wind of the deal and tried to undersell him, 
which accounted forthe quotation of the Cin- 
cinnati market at $1 08 to-day. Large quantities 
of spiritscould not be bought for that sum, as 
anybody who sold at that rate would lose money. 
Kidd.was anxious to get back into the pool, 
and he could ao so as soon as‘ he acknowledged 
his wrong action. It is believed that the matter 
will be satisfactorily arranged in a very few 
days, and that the pool will be sustained. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 23.—Members of 
the whisky pool held a long session to-day. Ev- 
idence was taken as to the sale reported yester- 
day at $101. Aithough witnesses were intro- 
duced who stated that they were looking for 
whisky to buy at $1 10, Mr. Charlies H. 
Davis testified that he sold 15 barrels to Lewis 
Biock at $101, and Mr. Block testified that he 
bought the number of barrels stated of Mr. 
Davis at that price. There was nothing to do, 
therefore, but declare the sale legal. This decis- 
ion was not made public until 1:15 o’clock P. M. 
In the meantime there had been 136 barrels sold 
at $1 08, which is probably about what it is 
worth, though the pool has been holding the 
price for some time at $1 11. 

The sale to-day restored confidence to some 
extent, but it is still a matter of much doubt 
whether the pool can again be put upon a good 
working basis. A prominent dealer said to- 
night that he doubted very much whether 
the pvol could be held together’ until 
the goods which have been purchased 
in order to sustain the market can be 
disposed of at anything like the prices paid. If 
this cannot be done the pool will be a heavy 
loser, although there are individual members 
from whom the goods were taken who will be 
gainers. The pool is much more likely to go to 
Heces at this time of the year than in the Fall or 

yinter. 


| LOUISIANA’S DEBT AMENDMENT. 


THE VOTE OF THE STATE ON THE QUESTION 
TO BE INVESTIGATED. 

New-OrteEans, La., May 23.—In the State 
Senate at Baton Rouge yesterday the special 
order of* the day was the resolution of Senator 
Kavanaugh for the appointment of a joint com- 
mittee of five from the House and Senate for 
the investigation of the vote in Orleans 
upon the debt amendment. Senator Suther- 


lin offered a substitute, which was  ac- 
cepted by Senator Kavanaugh, extending the 
investigation to the entire State and giving the 
committee full and searching powers to in- 
vestigate original tally sheets and send for 
papers, persons, &c. A long and somewhat 
acrimonious debate followed, which was con- 
cluded by Senator Sutherlin, who_said his resolu- 
tion was probing and searching in its character. 
It pro to investigate the vote not only in 
New-Orleans but in the State, to empower the 
committee to get back to the original taliy 
sheets and the ballots in the boxes, to 
follow the ballots up to the consolidated returns, 
compiling the returns carefully in their various 
stages. The amendment involved the people of 
Louisiana in the next 15 years in the sum of 
$2,100,000, which would be the amount of the 
increased interest on the debt of $14,000,000. The 
resolution was adopted by a vote of 21 to 13. The 
amendment in question is that increasing the 
interest on the State bonds from 3 to 4 per cent.

COL. SPENCE SENTENCED TO DEATH. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 23.—Col. William 
Spence, formerly United States Marshal for the 
Middle District of Tennessee, who shot and killed 
his son-in-law, Col. Edward 8. Wheat, his suc- 
cessor, in this city, on March 19 last, was recently 


convicted of murder in the first degree. A 
motion for a new trial, on the ground that 
the evidence showed that Spence was insane 
at the time the act was committed, was made, 
and to-day it was overruled. cues Allen sen- 
tenced Spence to be hanged, in the jail-yard, 
July 18, next, between 1 ard 4 o’clock. The 
court-room was crowded with spectators and 
the deepest interest was manifested. Pain- 
ful silence was maintained during the remarks 
of the Judge, and Spence received the sentence 
with the same calmness that has characterized his 
actions from the commission of the deed to the 
resent time. His counsel took an appeal to the

WARD'S HOURS IN PRISON 


WHAT HE CAN TELL ACCORDING 
TO HIS BROTHER. 

FISH COGNIZANT OF THE FIRM’S CONDITION 

—TAPPAN’S SUIT TO SHUT WARD'S 

MOUTH—NOTES INDORSED BY CLERKS. 


Mr. Ferdinand Ward arose about 7 
o’clock yesterday morning, after his first 
night’s rest in the Ludiow-Street Jail. After 
writing a short time the previous night he 
went to bed about half-past 10 o’clock 
and slept for eight hours. About 8 o'clock, 
he ate a hearty breakfast of steak, 
mackerel, potatoes, and strawberries. He was 
dressed with great care, his manner was brisk, 
and there was atouch of color in his cheeks. 
He told the Warden that he had never slept 
better in his life. After breakfast he called for 
all the morning papers and gave word to the 
Warden that he wanted to keep quiet, that by 
the advice of counsel he had nothing to say, and 
that he would see noone. Hereadall the papers 
and wrote until 10:30 o’clock, when his brother, 
W.S. Ward, came in and was closeted with him 
for about an hour. 

When he went away W.S. Ward carried four 
letters to mail which had been written by Fer- 
dinand. About 12 o’clock a closed coupé drove 
up in front of the juil and a closely veiled 
lady got out and walked quickly up the 
steps. When she was admitted she told 
the gatekeeper that she was Mrs. Ward. 
She met her husband in the reception- 
room and kissed him, and they went into his 
room. They were both calm and there was no 
scene. They took lunch together, and Mrs. Ward 
remained in his room until about4 o’clock, when 
her brother, Mr. Sydney Green, entered the jail. 
At4o’clock he came out, accompanied by Mrs. 
Ward, and they waiked away together. Her veil 
was removed and she was smiling. She has short 
dark hair, a pleasant face, and wears a turban hat 
and a dress of dark brown cloth. 

Soon afterward W.S. Ward returned, and he 
was soon followed by the portly form of Parson 
Newman. “I did not come,” said he, after a call 
of about half an hour, “in relation to any of 
Gen. Grant's affairs, but simply as a Christian 
minister. The father of these young men was @ 
minister and a missionary in Madras, and ne has 
written some of the best books on the Indian re- 
ligion. Isaw this young man lastat the New-En- 
gland dinner, where Brother Beecher and I talked 
on Mormonism. Now he ts here. The transitions 
in this life are sudden and strange.”’ 

Abvout5o’clock a bulky ietter was handed in 
addressed to Ferdinand Ward. On it was the 
name of George Francis Train and **7 cents due.” 
This, in addition to a paper, was the only mail 
Ward received during the day. Shortly atter- 
ward Lawyer Scott Lord entered and spent some 
time with the prisoner, as did also Mr. Stillman. 

It was said yesterday that Ward had deter- 
mined to make a clean breast of it, and had be- 
gun work upon a statement of the true state of 
the affairs of his firm, and incidentally of his 
dealings with persons who are its creditors in 
large amounts. It was also stated that this 
statement would serve to clear up the hitherto 
impenetrable mystery surrounding many of his 
unigue transactions. W. 8. Ward was asked if 
there was any truth in the story that his brother 
was preparing a statement, and he said, 
in reply: “it is not entirely correct,” 
the report that he was, with the prompting of 
his advisers, to make a statement. There was 
nothing designed but that tbe truth should be 
told and every wrong righted us far as possible. 
He is not preparing a statement, but is putting 
me in possession of facts that will tend toward 
the efforts we are making to explain the exact 
condition of the operations of the firm and of 
himself. He was preparing to do so himself, but 
the arrest acted as a clog. His arrest seems to 

oint toward the endeavor of some one to em- 

arrass my brother’s free action in this respect. 

I believe the endeavor was made by those who 
had profited rather than lost by the operations. 
There isan enormous amount of :documentary 
evidence which can be produced to fortify one 
inthe idea that there are people who want to 
suppress the very actions which my brother and 
myself have been engaged in furthering.” 

“ Has your brother been embarrassed by his 
partners?” 

** My brother has nothing to say,” replied Mr. 
Ward, * but whut Gen. Grant would be willing 
to have said regarding himself. As for Mr. lish, 
time will right any injustice he may have done. If 
he has nothing to fear,why, then he need not fear 
uny statement. He said that my brother was 
a scoundrel. This was telegraphed all over the 
country, and was the first announcement the 
world had of him.” 

* Did Mr. Fish encourage your brother in his 
speculations ?”’ 

“The evidence in regard to this is complete, 
and it is documentary, too. My brother was 
making every effort to right the wrong, and some- 
body putitin his power to await events, if he 
chose to do so, by placing him where he is now, 
and as a man under arrest he has the privilege to 
remain reticent or otherwise. There is an ac- 
cumulation of facts which are now being sifted 
and arranged. Some of them may be significant 
and some not, and all or none may be used. This 
compilation of the facts is almost ready now, 
but it isa long story,extending over a term of 
years and covering much ground and many 
transactions. My brother’s relations with Mr. 
Fish were very intimate, and the correspondence 
between them was very voluminous, and all is 
stillin existence.” 

“Mr. Fish’s son said that his father was only a 
silent partner in the firm and knew very little of 
its transactions, all of which were carried on by 
your brother.” 

“ That is not so,” said Mr. Ward; ‘“‘he was not 
asilent partner. He had a great deal to do with 
making the numerous loans.” 

* Who else is trying to shield himself behind 
your brother?” 

* No other of the members of the firm are try- 
ing to do so.” 

“Did Mr. Fish profit much by the operations 
of the firm ?”’ 

** My impression is that he has not lost much; 
but that is a matter of figures, and to determine 
that now would be premature.” 

“Are there others who have profited by the 
operations?” 

“ There are many gentlemen in New-York who 
have profited by the operations, but just what 
their relations were might be disputed and are 
open to investigation. Mr. Stillman represents 
me, and he is making efforts, under my direction, 
to assist my brother in righting any wrong. The 
motion to set aside my brother’s assignment to 
Mr. Warner comes from us,and has been done 
with a view of distributing property on an 
equitable basis, I wish you distinctly to under- 
stand that my brother’s arrest did not have the 
effect of putting a stop to his doing what he had 
a prospect of doing smoothly, but only of tempo- 
rarily checking him, and that he is still continu- 
ing his efforts in that direction.” 

Mr. Ward added that the suit on which his 
brother was arrested was begun by Mr. Tappan, 
but he thought it was a question whether there 
was not some one prompting him. 

Some interesting particulars of the stock notes 
made by Grant & Ward have been ascertained. 
There are a large number of these notes out, and 
itissaid the clerks employed by the firm have 
indorsed them to the extent of over $1,000,000. It 
was « common occurrence in the office for the 
clerks to indorsethem. Ward would tell them 
that it was a mere matter of form, and it is said 
that even the colored porter’s name appeared on 
them as indorser. From many of these stock 
notes the collateral has been detached, and it is 
said that many of them are held by the 
Marine Bank. The report is to the effect that 
after Mr. Ward presented them at the Marine 
Bank Mr. Fish let him have them again 
and Ward detacned the securities and rehypothe- 
cated them. Now some of fhe persons who in- 
dorsed the stock notes are anxious to learn 
whether they are to be held responsible as in- 
dorsers, the firm being insolvent. When the 
signed their names as indorsers the stock col- 
laterals were attached to the stock notes and the 
names of the securities were enumerated in the 
notes. Now it is claimed that they are not liable, 
as the bank allowed the collaterals to be de- 
tached and disposed of. At the Marine Bank, 
when the Receiver was asked how much these 
notes held by the bank amounted to, he said he 
had not reached these securities yet in his exam- 
ination. They were in the vaults, and he could 
not state how rig 4 stood. If the indorsers were 
liable, he would hold them responsible, in case 
the notes were as reported. 

.As Assignee of James D. Fish, John H. Morris 
has begun in the Supreme Courta suit against 
Ferdinand Ward andthe other members of the 
firm of Grant & Ward; Receiver Julien T. Da- 
vies, the Marine National Pank, and all the other 
persons, firms, and institutions that have, or 
claim to have, liens on the Booth’s Theatre prop- 
erty, owned by Wardand Fish.

A CITY REEKING WITH FILTH. 


TEE CONDITION OF NEW-ORLEANS AS DE- 
SCRIBED BY A CLERGYMAN, 

NEw-ORLEANS, La., May 23.—At the meet- 
ing of the New-Orleans Auxiliary Sanitary As- 
sociation last night the sanitary condition of the 
city was pretty thoroughly discussed. Dr. Rob- 
ert A. Holland, Rector of Trinity Church, stated 
that a gentleman connected with one of the 
largest business interests of the country, while 
on a recent visit to this city, desired to makea 
thorough examination of its worst portionsafter 
having been shown its most favored. The reverend 


gentleman then related the experience of a trip 
made by the gentleman and himself through 
Burgundy, Franklin, Liberty, and North Rob- 
ertson streets, where blocks of garbage, reeking 
with the odor of dead chickens and cats, offend- 
ed both the nostrilsund the eye. Thence they 
went through St. Louis, North Galvez, and 
North Roman, and never before’ had 
he seen such evidences of filth in any 
civilized city: mot even in Cairo, nor 
in Constantinople. They next visited Clio-street 
from Villere to Claiborne, and the dumping- 
grounds, the climax of the whole. Hereafter 
when he should refer to the degradations of sin 
he could say they stand in the nostrils like Clio- 
street. He did not beiieve there was another city 
on the globe where such sights would be permit- 
ted, and he could not understand how any mu- 
nicipal government, no matter of what party, 
could tacitiy allow the citizens to be murdered 
through negligence and ignorance, 

Considerable time was taken up in discussing 
the best, if there were any, method of reaching 
the City Council, so that through them the city 
can be cleaned. The general impression appeared 
to be that nothing could be expected of the au- 
thorities in charge who have just re-entered 
office for another term of four years, in spite 
of the efforts of three-fourths of the voters 
of the city to dislodge them. The Board 
of Health bas already directed the attention of 
the sanitarians to the filthy condition of the city, 
and asked for financial aid. Since the city officers 
to whom such work belongs seem indisposed to 
do anything, the only hope seems to be in Major 
Burke, Director-General of the Exposition, who 
will enforce compliance with his demand fora 
clean city as an absolute necessity, on account of 
the great gathering of strangers coming here 


from abroad.

THE PAYING-TELLER GONE 


THE WEST SIDE BANK MOURNS A 
LOSS OF $96,000. 

THE INSTITUTION SOUND, HOWEVER—NO 

TRACE OF THE THIEF AND NO CAUSE 


GIVEN FOR HIS ACTION. 

When the West Side Bank, at Eighth-avenue 
and Thirty-fourth-street, was organized in 187¢ 
Charles A. Hinckley was made Paying Teller. 
He has held the office ever since up to 
last week, Thursday. On the morning 
of that day he failed to put in 
an appearance. The officers of the bank at once 
began an investigation, which was concluded 
yesterday. It was discoverea that Hinckley had 
stolen $96,000 of the bank’s money and that he 
had left for parts unknown. 

By virtue of his position Hinckley was prae<« 
tically Treasurer of the institution. He had ab- 
solute charg’ .. the cash in the bank, and it was 
his duty to count it and lock it up every night. 
Within the past six months Hinckley had a@ 
vacation, and his place was taken by- one 
of the clerks in the bank. Hinckley’s accounts 
were found to be absolutely correct, and to bal- 
ance with the cash in the vaults of the bank. It 
is therefore certain that the $96,000 which he has 
got away with has all been taken within a short 
time. 

Mr. John O. Shaw, the attorney of the bank, 
who has been taking an active part in the in- 
vestigation of the past week, said last evening 


that, in his judgment, no large amount could 
have been taken from the bank without its ab- 
sence being discovered within a short time. “* We 
therefore believe,” said Mr. Shaw, “that Hinc‘- 
ley grabbed the money and ran. Our system 
in the West Side Bank is so perfect that 
during the 14 years of our existence we 
have not had to charge $10,000 io iosses. 
Inspections are made by bank ' officials 
andthe State examiners at frequent intervais, 
and we firmly believe that no bank could be 
better guarded against defalcations or losses of 
any kind. We have not the faintest iden where 
Hinckiey is, but bave put the case in the hands 
of the proper agencies.” 

** Are there any clues as to what Hinckley did 
with the money 7” 

*- Not the slightest. The only shadow of a clue 
was some memoranda we found in his papers of 
purchases from members of the Produce Ex- 
change, but the purchases were too insignificant 
to explain the use to which Hinckley put the 
money.” 

Hinckley is about 42 years old. He lives in 
East Sixty-sixth-street. The house which he o¢- 
cupied is owned by his wife, who broucht 
it to him when they were married. 
She had some little property, but Hinckier 
is saidto have been without means. He re- 
ceived as Paying Telier of the bank asalary of 
$3,500 per year, and is not knownto have had 
any outside business. His habits were excellent, 
and, so far as known, he had no interests 
in Wall-street nor did he speculate elsewhere. 
His connection with the bans, stretching as it 
did over the entire term of the existence of the 
institution, made him a trusted official. ** Why,” 
said Mr. Shaw, “I would as soon have suspected 
myself as Hinckley.” 

Hinckley’s absence from.his post, coupled with 
the general distrust of banks which has prevailed 
during the last 10 days, excited the sus- 
picion of the depositors, and they  be- 
gan to make inquiries. “There was no run 
upon the bank, though,” said Mr. Shaw, “and 
we kad no more money withdrawn than any 
other bank in the City. ‘The Clearing-house 
Association has issued twenty millions of the 
loan certificates, and that means that that 
amount of money has been withdrawn from the 
banks which the association represents. Of 
course we, in common with every other bank, 
have felt the drain.” 

The West Side Bank is an eminently solid 
institution. Its capital stock is &2,000,000, and 
the last statement showed a surplus of 
$2,000,000, nearly half of which MHunckiey 
has stolen. The Board of Directors inc!udes sev- 
eral of the most prominent cattle men in the 
city, andamong its depositors are a great many 
cattle-deaiers. ? 

“In fact,” said Mr. Shaw, **most of the cattle 
business was donethrough our bank. Our depos- 
its ranzed from $2,000,000 up.’ The President and 
Cashier of the bank have held their positions like 
the Teller from the organization of its institu- 
tion, and four of the Directors have been in the 
board for a similar time. 

Last evening the officers and Directors met and 
issued the following statement to the public: 

We hereby certify that after charging off tn 
of the defalcation of our Paring Teller, C es A. 
Hinckley,we find, npon # careiul examination, that our 
capital stock of $200,000 is intact and there isa surplus 
sianding on our books of $100,152 to the credit of the 
bank. There is to be added tothis surplus the bond of 
$10,000 of the Paying Teller, given by the Fidelity and 
Indemnity Company.

DAIRY INTERESTS IN WISCONSIN. 

MILWAUKEE, May 23.—This afternoon the 
Executive Committee of the State Dairymen’s 
Association decided to employ T. D. Curtiss, of 
Syracuse, N. Y.,a3 an expert cheese inspector, 
whose duty it will be to visit ‘and instrutt the 
owners and employes of the various cheese fac- 
tories and creameries in the State to secure a bet- 
ter uniformity in the butter and cheese product 
and improve its: quality. It was likewise re- 
solved to have an exhibit at the New- 
Orleans World’s Fair, which begins in Decem- 
ber next. ‘There are now five” dairy 
boards in the State and about 1,000 creamerie 
and cheese factories. ‘Their combined products 
for the last year are estimated at $19,500.00), 
which exceeds the value of any other product 
and places the dairy interest atthe head in this 
State. The number of cows is about 500,000, and 
each cow’s average yield is placed ut $35. The 
association wili ask an appropriation at the next 
sessfon of the Legislature. It claims that it is of 
more benefit to the State than the Agriculturaj 
Society.

roke agitation, protest, and resistence. Sta- 
bility in the laws affecting the Industrial interests of the 
people is absolutely essential to the continuous and

Speaking of the campaign, Mr. Blackburn said 
that the tariff fight had been transferred from 
Congress to the Nationa] Conventions and the 
people. The voice of the people would show 
who had properly represented them at Washing- 
ton. “I bave but one choice tor President,” 
said Mr. Blackburn, “ and that is the nominee of 
the convention. But 1 do insist that in the 
tariff plank of the plattorm which that conven- 
tion shall agopt there shall be no uncertain 
sound, J am an absolute and thorough free 
trader—not in the sense that I want to apply the 
methods of free trade to this country now.

AN ORDER FOR HIS ARREST SAID TO HAVE 
BEEN ISSUED. 

A tall, stout man with a constabulary 
countenance and a high white hat was an object 
of much attention yesterday as he paced up and 
down the west side of Park-avenue. between 
Thirty-sixth and Thirty-seyenth streets, or va- 
ried the monotony of his procedure by 
reclining against an area railing or sit- 
ting upon a door-step within the limits de- 
scribed. This mysterious personage, who passed 
the entire day and eyening up to 8 P.M. like 
the dual embodiment of fate and patience on 
the sidewalk, was generally recognized as 
a Deputy Sheriff, and he was quite as gen- 
erally wnderstood to be watching the 
honse of Mr. John ©. Eno, No. 46 TPark- 
avenue. Indeed, so commonly accepted was this 
belief that it formed the glil-absorbing topic of 
conversation of many of the people who passed 
along the street, as well as of the serv- 
ants who stood behind the area rails 
and craned their necks to watch the 
movements of the aforesaid individual. The 
matter gave rise to various pleasantries. For ex- 
ample, one gentleman, overtaking another al- 
most directly in front of No. 46,tapped him on 
the shoulder, and, as the tatter looked round, 
said, with a significant inclination of the head 
toward the house indicated, ** You are wanted!” 

About dusk the constabulary gentieman with 
the high white hat was joined by several 
other constabulary persons, who remained 
after he went away, and three of 
these kept watch all night, one on 
Thirty-sixth-street, another on Thirty-seventh- 
street, and the third on the west side of Park- 
avenue. Deputy Sherif McGonigal was also 
seen in the neighborhood early yesterday morn- 
ing and again late in the afternoon. 

In response to inguiries at Mr. John C. Eno’s 
door it was said by the servant that he was sick 
in bed, and from other sources it was definitely 
ascertained that he was really athome. During 
the evening a number of persons of both sexes, 
appsrently friends of the family, entered and 
left the house. lather Doucey, of St. Leo’s 
Church, was also seen to enter and leave the 
house twice during the evening. 

President Trowbridge and the Directors of the 
Second National Bank who could be found last 
night with two exceptions either refused to be 
seen or to say anything on thesubject. Mr. Hen- 
ry A. Hurlbut said he could see nothing extraor- 
dinary in the fact that a young man, who had 
gvtiee away with a great deal of money, should 

e watched by officers of the law. Another Di- 
rector said he did not knowthat any warrant 
had been issued for Mr. Eno’s arrest, but inti- 
mated that he would not be surprised if 
one would be issued. Notwithstanding, however, 
the reticence of most of the bank’s officers and 
the vague statements of others, it ig said that an 
order of arrest has actually been issued 
for Mr. Eno, at the instigation of the 
bank’s officers, and it is hinted that Mr. 
Stokes, who is at present 
living on Staten Island, represents the bank in 
the matter. A gentleman well versed in legal 
procedure esaid last night that an order 
of arrest may be out for Mr. Eno, and 
the fact that it has not been served 
could be accounted for by its being ina civil 
proceedure, under which the officers would not 
be justified in entering the house, but must wait 
until they can catch their man outside of it. No

THE HYDROGRAPHIC STATIONS. 


BRANCH OFFICES TO BE CLOSED FOR WANT 
OF FUNDS. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 23.—Lieut. Suther- 
land, who is in charge of the hydrographic sta- 
tion in this city, said to-day, in answer to an in- 
quiry: “I have just received a letter from 
Washington that all the branch hydrographic 
offices will be closed on the Ist of Jujy. The let- 
ter is from the hydrographer. He says the sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on Appro- 


* priations has reported the bill without the items 


for the support of the branch offices and the 


further issue of the pilot chart of the North At- 
lantic. In the course of his letter the hydro- 
grapher says: 

The Legisiative Appropriation bill, as reported to 
the House of Representatives by Mr. Holman, the 
Chairman of the sub-committee, gives the United 
States Hydrographic Office the same appropriation as 
last year. Since July 1, 1883, this office has been en- 
tirely reorganized, with branches in six of the 
maritime cities. It has been my endeavor to ad- 
vance in every wuy the interest of the maritime 
community. ‘he branch offices have, from their 
reports. been of great value, principaily to the mariner 
and secondly to the main cflice, in mpdye | marine 
information. The necessary expenses so far have 
been met by drawing on the smal] contingent allowed, 
but the work of the main office has now increased to 
such an extent that all the funds appropriated are 
needed here. The work of the office in the sale of its 
pone has increased several hundred-fold. It is 
mpossible to handle the correspondence and keep the 
books of the office with the present clerical force. An 
appropriation of $5,000 was asked forthe six branch 
offices to meet their contingent expenses. No notice 
was taken of this request. 

“Of course,” continued Lieut. Sutherland, 
“the hydrographer is anxious to bring all influ- 
ences to bear in favor of the appropriation, and 
he has therefore instructed me to represent the 
case to this mercantile community and say, 
much as be regrets going back to the old and 
contracted methods, the branch offices will be 
closed July 1. A committee from the Maritime 
Exchange will start for Washington to-night. 
They will take with them strong letters to Mr. 
Randalland Judge Holman from personal and 
political friends in this city.”

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DEATH ON THE GALLOWS 


FIVE PERSONS PAY THE PENALTY 
OF THEIR CRIMES. 
NEW-YORK STATE, QHIO, AND CALIFORNIA 
EACH FURNISH ONE AND GEORGIA TWO 

OF THE VICTIMS. 

McDonovucH, Ga., May 23.—Leonidas 
Johnson, a negro, was banged here to-day, in the 
presence of 10,000 persons, for a criminal assault 
upon Mrs. Cooke, a farmer's wife. He confessed 
his guilt, and said he was ready to die. The 
execution of Johnson closes up one of the 
most remarkable chapters of crime in Georgia. 
On the 2d of February, 1883, Mrs. Cooke, 
the wife of a respectable farmer in Henry 
County, was sitting by the cradle of her 
first born, her husband being engaged on the 
labors of the field. Suddenly there stood in the 
doorstep the form of a repulsive looking negro, 


who knocked the woman senseless with a billet 
of wood. She returned to consciousness an hour 
later, with the conviction that an unmentionable 
crime had been committed. Struggling to the field 
where her busband was at work, she acquainted 
him with the terrible experience through which 
she had passed. Procuring the assistance of some 
oftis neighbors, the country was scoured in every 
direction, but no trace of the perpetrator could 
be found. A few daysafter this occurrence a 
negro entered the house of Mr. Harkness, near 
Locust Grove. Miss Harkness,a girl of 15, was 
the only perpen home. The negro chased her all 
around the house, but, before he could accom- 
pon his purpose, several gentlemen, attracted 

y the cries of the poe woman, appeared upon 
the scene. With a bound like that of a deer the 
negro jumped the fence. and, though closely 
pursued, escaped into the woods nearby. By 
this time runners had aroused all that part 
of the county, and parties were organ- 
ized and given separate beats within which 
to search for the fugitive. With lanterns and 
torches they scoured the woods all night until 
about 3 o’clock in the morning, when the do 
accompanying one of the parties ran the villain 
down, and he was placed in jaii at this place. He 
was char with an attempted assault upon 
Miss Harkness, convicted,and brought up for 
sentence, his punishment beiag fixed at 20 years 
in the penitentiary. No sooner had the Judge 
pronounced the sentence than a sharpcry of 
ja rang out in the court-room, accompanied 

y the words: 

“My God, my God! There’s that man again.” 

Crowds gathered around the fainting woman 
from whose lips this ejaculation came. It was 
Mrs. Cooke, who, having some business in court, 
saw for the tirst time since that dreadful day 
upon which she had been so cruelly assaulted the 
face of her assailant. The excitement which fol- 
lowed this discovery was most intense. The 
judge catled in the Grand Jury and presented the 
case to them, and without leaving the room an 
indictment for assault upon Mrs. Cvoke was 
found against the prisoner, whose true name 
was now, for the first time, known to be Leoni- 
das Johnson. It was well known that an attack 
would be made on the jail that night for the pur- 
pose of lynching the fiend. Women cried for this 
summary punishment as well as men. About 
midnight a cordon of armed citizens were drawn 
around the jail, and, closing in upon the build- 
ing, they demanded the delivery of Johnson to 
them. hen they were informed that the pris- 
oner bad been secretly conveyed to Atlanta for 
safe keeping their rage became furious. 

Johnson was returned to this county for trial 
at the October term of the court, when there was 
no difficulty in convicting him. On_ being ar- 
raigned for seatence the only reply he had to the 
question of the court wasa low laugh and: “Got 
nothin’ to say now ‘cep’n | want anudder triai.” 
Judge Stewart in sentencing Johnson said: 

“The crime with which you stand charged and 
of which you have been convicted is so detesta- 
ble that not unfrequently an indignant public 
visits swift punishment regardless of the forms 
of law. But in your case tter judgment and 
forbearance have prevailed,and you have had 
an impartial trial. The records of this court 
show that only six months ago you were con- 
victed of an assault with attempt to commit 
rape, and were sentenced to 20 yearsin the peni- 
tentiary. That sentence has not been executed, 
as you stood charged with a higher offense. 
From —— own conduct you have made life to 
you a hopeless thing, and as I may never yen 
again I point you to that all-powerful God 
whose grace is equal to our fallen condition.” 

He was then sentenced to be hanged on the 
jth of December, 1883. Pending an appeal to the 
Supreme Court, however, upon a point of law, 
the sentence was suspended. That court sus- 
tained the court below, and thus it came that 
Leonidas Johnson to-day paid the forfeit of his 
life. After the conviction of Johnson the story 
of bis previous life gradually came out. He was 
born in 1862 near Double Cabins, Spalding 
County. His parents belonged to the Hon. 
Thomas B. Johnson. His tather died while Leon- 
idas was a child, though his mother is yet living, 
and was present at his execution. 

Macon, Ga., May 23.—A dispatch from 
Way Cross to the Jelegraph says that John Mc- 
Kithern, a negro, was hanged there at noon to- 
day for the murder of his cousin, Tom McCrim- 
mon. A large crowd witnessed the execution. 
McKithern made a full confession on the scaffold. 
Everything passed off quietly. 

OAKLAND, Cal., May 23.—Lloyd L. Majors 
was hanged here this morning at 11:12 o'clock. 
Last Monday night the condemned man made a 
desperate attempt to escape. Possessed of im- 
mense strength, he overpowered the two death 
watches and the ailer, who happened at the 
moment to be in the cel]. Wrenching the keys 
from the jailer’s grasp, he dashed through the 
door and across the jail yard to the street, but 
just as he thought he had succeeded he was en- 
countered by two firemen, who had been at- 
tracted by the noise. They recognized Majors, 
and another struggle ensued, during which 
Major’s arm was broken, and, being thus 
rendered helpless, he was conducted back 
to his cell. Up to the last moment he 
professed his innocence of the ‘crime. 
‘Ten minutes before the hour fixed for the execu- 
tion he was led from his cell to the scaffold. Al- 
though still suffering from his desperate attempt 
to escape, he walked the entire distance witha 
firm, unflinching tread. About 400 persons had 
gathered in the = yard, and the roofs of the 
surrounding buildings were coverea with peuple 
to witness the execution. Majors mounted the 
scaffold without assistance and took his position 
onthe drop firmly erect. It 12:12 the bolt was 
pulled. Majors fell with a dull thud, his neck 

ing broken. In eight minutes he was pro- 
nounced dead, and in 16 minutes the body was 
cut down and placed in a coffin for delivery to 
his relatives. 

Majors was convicted of complicity in the 
murder of Archibald McIntyre at Lexington, 
Santa Clara County, on March 11, 1883. He had 
been previously convicted, together with Joseph 
Jewell and John Showers, of the murder of Will- 
iam P, Renowden, at the same time and place 
where Mcintyre was murdered. The incentive 
of the crime was to secure possession of a large 
amount of money which it was generally sup- 

osed Renowden, who was an aged Frenchman, 
fad hoarded up and had concealed on his prem- 
ises. During Jewell’s trial the evidence showed 
that the deed was planned by Majors in his 
saloon at Los Gatos, and that he prompted Jewell 
and Showers to commit the murder with the un- 
derstanding that the murdered man’s money 
was to be equally divided between ail three. On 
the night mentioned—March 11, 1883—Jewell and 
Showers a to Renowden’s place, which 
is situated well up in the mountains, where they 
unexpectedly found McIntyre, whom Renowden 
had invited tospendthe night. Thetwo mur- 
derers then determined to kill both men. Jewell 
enticed Renowden from the house and killed 
him, while Showers performed a similar act on 
McIntyre within the house. They then made an 
eager search for money, but failed to find any. 
Fearing discovery, they draggei the body of 
Renowden within the house and set fire to it, in 
hope of destroying all trace of their crime. 
Showers turned State’s evidence and escaped 
with a sentence of life imprisonment.

Clarke was a tavern loafer and usually came 
home to his young wife In a maudlin condition. 
His conduct oming unbearable, she took their 
infant child and sought refuge at her father’s 
house, Saturday afternoon, Dec. 15 last, he 
sought ber at ber father's and found her weaving, 
with ber child by her side. Threatening at first 
to take her child from her, he shot his wife, first 
without fatal effect,in the head. A scuffle fo)- 
lowed, when he shot her again and also cut 
deep gash in her throat. Clarke then ran, al 
blood stained as he was, through the woods to his 
father’s house, where he tried to wash out the 
stains of blood, but failing, changed his clothes 
and again fied. He proceeded to Rawson Post 
Office, where he forged his father’s name toa 
cheese order on Addis Perry for $15. He was 
captured on the night of Dec. 17 last. 


WAVERLY, Ohio, May 23.—Laban Stevens, 
the third man convicted of the murder ot Ander- 
son Lackey, near Jackson, Ohio, was hanged here 
to-day. There was a large crowd in town though 
the execution was private. Stevens siept well 
last night and made a confession this morning to 
a relative of the victim, saying that he had plan- 
ned the robbery, but not the murder.

HANKINSON SAVES A GAME FOR THE NEW- 
YORKS BY A BEAUTIFUL CATCH. 


The champion ball-players from Boston 
were again defeated by the New-York team on 
the Polo Grounds yesterday. There was a good 
attendance, and when the game was called 3,235 
persons had passed through the turn-stiles. ‘the 
game was one of the most interesting that has 
taken place here this season. The New-Yorks 
batted in fine style, and, judging from the man- 
ner in which they ran the bases, they bid fair to 
become rivals of the Chicago club in this respect. 


Every error made by the Bostonians was taken 
advantage of, and in several instances runs were 
scored when ordinarily the base runner would 
have reached but third base. 

New-York took the lead in the first inning.

THE ERIE PASSES THE JUNE IN: 
TEREST ON ITS BONDS. 
OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF THE ACTION TAKEN 

BY THE DIRECTORS OF THE NEW-YORK, 
LAKE ERIE AND WESTERN RAILROAD, 
The Directors of the New-York, Lake 
Erie and Western Railroad Company have de- 
cided to pass the June interest on the second 
consolidated mortgage bonds, and yesterday 
Secretary Macdonough issued a formal an- 
nouncement of the fact, giving reasons therefor. 
He explains that the fiscal year of the Erie Rail- 
way Company begins with Oct. 1, and asa gen- 
eral rule the business and earnings of the com- 
pany are much less for the first half than for the 
last half of the year. The falling off in earnings 
for the first six months of the present year has 
been unusually large. The official announce- 


ment says: 


“The coupons on the second consolidated wmorennge 
bonds are due and payable on the Ist of June prox. It 
was deemed wise by the parties in interest who planned 
the reorganization of the Erie Company and the organ- 
ization of this company (in pursuance of which plan 
and reorganization the second consolidated mortgage 
and the bonds secured thereby were executed and 
issued) to provide for the contingency of ‘ any failure 
to pay interest which may result from the want of net 
earnings of the mortgaged premises,’ and to provide 
further and against the. usual consequences which 
would follow from such failure to pay ‘until on each 
of six successive due dates of coupons some interest 
sceuren by the said indenture shall bein defuult and 
unpaid.’ 

“Under ordinary circumstances the board might, on 
the present as on the former occasions, provide to some 
extent for the deficit of the first six months, relying on 
the usual increase in earnings of the last half of the

He says it is the belief of 
the department that, with the Destroyer as at 
present arranged, the merits of the system may be 
readily exhibited, provided that two or more service 
torpedoes are manufactured, and this he recommends. 
In conclusion the Secretary says: “Out of regard also

CHEAP TELEGRAPHY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The recent exhaustive discussions in Con- 
gress relative to cheap telegraphy have pro- 
ceeded, on the part of its leading advocates, on 
the idea of a low electrical resistance wire of 
great tensile strength, though it is a well-known 
fact that there is no such wire in existence and 
no known way of producing it free from the 
destructive effects of galvanic action within ad- 
missible limits as to cost ana production. It is 
now an open secret that the much praised “ com- 
pound wire,” consisting of a steel core (for 
strength) with electro-plated copper, (for con- 
ducting the electric current.) has been con- 
demned because it is 80 constructed as necessa- 
rily toset up galvanic action between the cop- 
per and the steel, leading to the speedy destruc- 
tion of the latter metal. Tke fatal cause occurs 
at the instant of immersion of the steel core in 
the copper bath, there being enough of moisture 
between the deposited copper and the steel to 
create an active decomposition of the steel as 
soon as the electric battery is applied to the 
wire. The “compound wire” erected between 
New-York and Boston in 1880 is found to have 
now no adhesion between the copper and steel, 
and both metals are Peg: 4 weakened, and the 
steel so seriously oxi at it is only a ques- 
tion of time (not very long) when the wire will 
be utterly valueiess. Another serious objection 
to the wire is the liability of the soft copper to 
be cut to the steel core by the drawing of rough 


iron telegraph or telephone wires across it when

HOW A PENNILESS PRINTER AMASSED A 
FORTUNE OF $2,000,000. 


About 50 years ago a penniless Irish 
printer, Owen O’Connor, came to this city. He 
saved a few thousand dollars and began specu- 
lating in damaged imported hardware, which he 
bought at underwriters’ sales. He soon had a 
retail hardware store, in Catharine-street, which 
he subsequently turned into an adjunct of 
a wholesale store, in Liberty-street. His 
next ventures were in real estate. All 


his purchases were advantageous to him, and he 
developed a peculiarity which soon caused 
him to be dubbed in the real estate market 
“ Corner Lot O'Connor.” Twenty years ago he 
was estimated to be worth over $1,000,000. About 
five fon back he was robbed of $50,000 in Han- 
nibal and St. Joseph bonds while ho was carrying 
them to his home, having been unable to stutt 
them into his safe in a safe deposit company’s 
yout because there were so many other bonds 
n it. 

Mr. O’Connor came to this coumtry penniless 
because his father’s estate, called Mount Plun- 
kett, on the River Shannon, was entailed, and it 
therefore went to his older brother. A feeling 
that he had been unjustly treated wrankled with- 
in him, and when the entail was removed, some 
yeurs ago, being then a rich man, he went to Ire- 
land and bought the property, taking great de- 
light in showing the wealth he had earned by 
overbidding all competitors for it. Last No- 
vember he died, leaving an estate, admitted by 
his relatives to be worth $2,000,000, to be divided 
among his widow, two sons, and three daughters. 

Before his death George W. Wilson, who had 
been his lawyer, began a suit against him for 

25,000 as compensation for services. He denied 
that he owed Wilson anything, and he claimed 
damages for Wilson's alleged failure to do work 
he had agreed todo. Wilson admitted that un- 
der his original employment, if it had continued, 
O’Connor would not have owed him any- 
thing, but he averred that the original 
agreement between them had been abro- 
gated by a special agreement, according to 
which O*°Connor was to pay him liberally. 
On the trial, before Judge Lawrence, Wilson 

resented a written agreement ore to 

1ave been signed by him and O’Connor in 1879. 
Mrs. O'Connor, who is defending the suit, insists 
that this paper is a forgery. A jury, to which 
the case was submitted last evening, is to de- 
cide by its verdict, to be handed in on Monday, 
the issues astothe forgery and as to the right 
of Wilson to more compensation.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CuIcaGo, May 23.~—The leading Produce mar- 
kets were very nervous and unsettied to-day. Al 
weakened in the early part of the day in sympathy 
with breaking stocks in New-York, and when they were 
reported steadier there was a reaction in Produce cin 
cles. There was not much new business doing in any 
department. In the general markets but one feature 
predominated nearly all over the floor, and that was 
a vigorous process of turning over from June imo 
later months, which involved a substantial widening of 
the premiums paid on deferred deliveries. It was un« 
derstood that this was done under direct pressure from 
money-lenders, who wanted back the cash which they 


had loaned to carriers of produce or refused to renew 
their loans. The renewed pressure was over be~ 
fore the close of ‘Change, and probably that 
fact was the one_ important int which 
determined a firmer feeling toward 1 o’clock. There 
were signs of a larger movement of produce from first 
hands, partly because the farmers have got 
through with their Spring work and partly on 
account of the greater pressure for cash which 
bears on some folks in the country as well as 
in the cities. Grain weakened again in the 
afternoon on news of a@ iurtuer decline in stocks 
in New-York, and especially on the Gouid lines. Pro- 
visions were dull and unsettled. They were wea 

early, with no business except the changing over 0 

stutf into future months, some being p'aced as far 
ahead as October. The Jocal Hog market was quoted 
firmer, and Liverpool was cailed 6d. higher on 
Lard, though easier on Long Clears, but there 
was no demand to sustain the market while 
stocks and Grain were declining. ‘Yoward 1 
o’clock, Cudahy turned the screw in Meats 
and Allerton fo!lowed in Lard, which made Pork 
firmer in sympathy. There was a larger inquiry by

Senator BLarrR and other zealous sup- 
porters of the bill to organize a Bureau of 
Labor Statistics may well be disappointed 
with the action of the Senate yesterday. 
The bill, as it came from the House, pro- 
vided for an elaborate and semi-independ- 
ent piece of departmental machinery. 
Everything that could possibly touch on 
the subject of labor, from hours and wages 
to division of work and special methods, 
processes, and machinery, was to be ex- 


| amined and reported upon annually. The 


Senate struck out all after the enacting 
clause and substituted a section providing 
for a Commissioner of Labor, who shall be 
an Officer of the Interior Department, and 
whose duties shall be the collection of in- 
formation upon the subject of labor, wages, 
relation to capital, employment of men and 


| women, &c. Shorn of its fair proportions, 


the bill now goes back to the House, where 
its fate is doubtful. The error committed 
by the friends of the measure was in put- 
ting too much machinery into one bill. 


On the subject of the tariff, it may as 
well be understood, the House of Repre- 
sentatives has been emphatically floored. 
There was to have been a meeting of the 
Ways and Means Committee at 12 o’clock 
yesterday to consider Mr. HEwitT’s little 
bill. At that hour Mr. HEwiit was on 
hand, alone, An hour later he was there, 
but still alone. An hour later Mr. HEw- 
ITT was faithful at his post, but not alone, 
for Mr. Morrison was asleep on a lounge 
in the room. Mr. Hewitt sadly ex- 
plained that nothing had been done; no 
action, no quorum, no meeting. The Dem- 
ocratic House of Representatives, with all 
its clamor for a revised tariff, dreads a 
tariff debate as it dreads dynamite. 


There is in Washington a dreadful scan- 
dal afloat concerning the disagreeing votes 
of the two houses on the Dingley Shipping 
bill. In the Senate there was attached to 
the measure a clause granting a subsidy of 
$750,000 a year to the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company. Then the Senate, antici- 
pating the certain disagreement of the 
House, asked for a conference committee, 
without waiting for the action of the 
House. It is now charged that Congress- 
men (think of that, Congressmen!) have 
bought Pacific Mail stock with the expec- 
tation that it will goup if the subsidy goes 
through.

The bill providing that electric wires 
shall be placed under the surface of the 
streets is still in the Governor's hands. It 
is a good piece of legislation, secured after 
a long struggle against powerful copora- 
tions by the efforts of Senator Daty. The 
representatives of these corporations are 
now attacking it by means of a great 
variety of arguments, and they goso far 
as to say that public opinion in this city 
and Brooklyn is not in favor of the propo- 
sition, The argument that the bill should 
be vetoed because the title does not con- 
tain the word “telephone,” and is for 
that reason not in accordance with 
constitutional provision, has no force, 
for the word “telegraph” is a generic 
term that covers the whole ground. The 
testimony of Mr. Epison and of public 
officers in the District of Columbia shows 
that the transfer of wires from the poles 
to underground conduits can be made 
without injury to the service. The bill 
ghould become a law and the law should 
be strictly enforced. The -transfer of the 
wires is demanded by public opinion fer 
many reasons which have frequently been 
set forth, and we hope that the Governor 
will save the bill by his signature, 





Tt is reported by ea@ble from Paris that 
the American Minis . L. P. Morton, 
has written a letter-to Prime Minister 
Ferry denying that the House of Repre- 
sentatives has rejected the bill reducing 
the duty on foreign works of art to 10 per 
cent. We must take it for granted that

brought against his integrity, and which 
can and would be sustained by evidence 
that would inevitably shake public confi- 
dence. 

In Mr. ARTHUR’s case there is a source 
of fatal weakness in the fact that the best 
that can be said of him, and all that can 
be said for him, is negative. He has done 
better than was expected. He has sus- 
tained the modest experiment in civil 
service reform provided for by the stat- 
utes. He has made friends among fac- 
tions that were opposed to the one with 
which he was formerly identified. He has 
avoided any very flagrant scandal. Heisre- 
ported to have been a modera‘e, quiet, inof- 
fensive occupant of the Executive office. 
And that is all that his advocates can bring 
to break down the deep distrust created 
by his course and his associations as a 
local political ‘‘ boss,” his abuse of the 
patronage of his office in the South, his 
present open alliance with a corrupt and 
despised gang of professional politicians in 
this State, and his cynical disregard for 
the essential principles of administrative 
reform where he is not bound by the letter 
of the law. 

Even all this might possibly pass in or- 
dinary times, when party lines are closely 
drawn and the candidate represents well- 
settled principles, to which the varty’s 
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him faithful. But this is not the situation 
this year. Far from it. The campaign 
must now be made ‘on the candidate him- 
self. All over the country there is a fresh, 
urgent, imperative demand for a higher 
kind of politics than we have had, and 
hundreds of thousands of voters will sup- 
port no man who does not, in his career 
and character, give earnest of that. 
Therefore, they will not support Mr. 
ARTHUR. And still back of this 
lies the deep feeling of indignation over 
the wretched struggle for spoils which 
caused the death of President GARFIELD, 
and with that struggle, by his. previous 
career, by his conspicuous acts on the eve 
of the tragedy, Mr. ARTHUR is indissolu- 
bly connected. His friends do him a 
great wrong if they try to ignore this fact. 
Painful as it is, and gladly asthe whole 
Nation would bury it in merciful forget- 
fulness if that were permitted, it would 
inevitably be brought up by Mr. ArTHUR’s 
nomination, and it would be an insupera- 
ble bar to his success. 

Under these circumstances the responsi- 
bility which rests upon the convention 
that is to meet so soon at Chicago is very 
clear and very great. Neither Mr. BLAINE 
nor Mr. ARTHUR is a possible President. 
The choice of a candidate must start from 
that fact. That once clearly recognized, 
it ought not to be difficult to find a man 
who can poll the full Republican vote, 
and with it enough of the independent 
vote to keep the Government in the hands 
of the party which, we are convinced, is 
by far the safest and best. 


SOME FALSE PRETENSES. 


The patching and tinkering which the 
Consular and Diplomatic Appropriation 
bill suffered in the House is a fair illustra- 
tion of the incompetence and demagogism 
of that body. The bill was reported from 
the Committee on Appropriations, rushed 
through the Committee of the Whole, and 
passed by the House almost without de- 
bate. In his brief speech calling up for 
consideration in the House this important 
bill, Mr. Burnes, of Missouri, gave an ink- 
ling of the temper with which the House 
committee approached the measure when 
he complained that the President and the 
Senate ‘‘make and unmake Ministers and 
Consuls at pleasure,” while the House has 
no voice in their appointment. But he 
exulted in the refiection that the House 
has ‘‘the power to appropriate money in 
accordance with its independent judg- 
ment.” The Senate, as a co-ordinate 
branch of the Executive Department of 
the Government, might have a power in 
determining appointments, but the House 
(and this was said with great gusto) could 
give or withhold at its pleasure. The 
House carries the public purse. 


In their desperate attempt to save a few 
thousand dollars in the consular service, 
the House Committee on Appropriations 
abolishes twenty-one consulates, the aggre- 
gate cost of which was $31,500 per year. 
Let us take one of these, the consulate at 
Apia, Tahiti, as a fair example of the rest. 
This consulate was only recently establish- 
ed, a growing trade between the Tahitian 
Islands and San Francisco having de- 
manded a consular representative. But, 
just as the exchange of commodities be- 
gins to be profitable to our commerce and 
the flag of the United States is recognized 
in the South Seas once more, a cheese- 
paring Congress wipes out the Tahitian 
consulate and we surrender what lit- 
tle prestige we have gained. When the 
House began to reduce the pay of Con- 
suls, at the instance of the Committee on 
Appropriations, it applied the shears with 
indiscrimination. It was apparently re- 
solved that $500 should ‘be knocked from 
the compensation of every man, without 
regard to the amount of his pay. Thus 
the Consul at Callao, who receives $3,500 
a year, is reduced to $3,000, and the Con- 
sul at Fayal, who is now paid $1,500, is 
reduced to $1,000. This is not exactly a 
horizontal reduction. It is merely a gen- 
eral and reckless slashing without regard 
to anything but the appearance of saving. 

In a general way it may be said that the 
bill abolishes the office of interpreter in 
foreign missions, leaving the representa- 
tives of the Republic to talk “ good North 
American English,” as Western members 
proudly say, or be dumb in Oriental and 
other distant countries. The possibility of 
telegraphing between the State Depart- 
ment and our foreign Ministers is made 
impossible by the refusal to appropriate 
money for telegraphic tolls. The pitiful 
sum of $2,000 a year each is struck from 
the salaries of the Ministers to Austria and 
Italy, and the salaries of the Secretaries of 
Legation at Berlin and Peking are reduced 
from $2,500 to $1,800. The salary of 
the Consul-General at Constantinople, 
who is also Secretary of Legation and 
Judge of the Consular Court, is cut down 
from $3,500 to $2,000. It were useless to 
go through the amazing tangle of parsi- 
mony in which the House has involved 
itself in this bill. The diplomatic service 
of the United States costs less than $400,- 
000 a year. The consular service collects 
$50,000 a year more than it costs. By 
shaving, scrimping, and wiping out, the 
Democratic House of Representatives pre- 
sents a nominal saving of $318,385 per 
year, much of which is more apparent 
than real. That this saving will injurious- 
ly affect American commerce in foreign 
ports is inevitable. That it isa mean and 
contemptible bit of stinginess on the part 
of a House that wastes millions on private 
and local jobs, every intelligent citizen 
will admit. 


KELLOGG ONCE MORE. 


Wituram Pitt KeELLoca asked the 
House of Representatives yesterday to di- 
rect the Springer committee to investi- 
gate “the subject of his alleged connec- 
tion with the star route service.” He ap- 
pealed to the House for an investigation 
on the ground that “ evidence reflecting 
upon his character” had been given be- 
fore that committee. In the course of 
his remarks he declared that he had 
-been the victim of the malice 
and selfishness of wicked men; that 
the statute under which he had been 
brought to trial was “‘a war measure,” 
and, inferentially, a law 26 ned for orna- 


ive 


that he could prove his innocence; that 
even if he had violated this law it had 
been violated a thousand times by other 
members of Congress, and that it was not 
by pleading the Statute of Limitations that 
he escaped conviction and sentence in 
Judge WYLIr’s court. : 

The impudence of this man is astound- 
ing. He asks for an investigation because 
a witness gave ‘“ evidence reflecting upon 
his character” before the Springer com- 
mittee. Why did he not-insist upon an 
investigation in Judge WYLIeE’s court after 
a witness had given there evidence “re- 
flecting upon his character”? Price had 
told his story, and twelve jurymen were 
in their places, ready and willing to do 
him justice. That was the time, and in 
that court-room was the place, for an 
investigation of the charges preferred 
against him. He avoided one by plead- 
ing the Statute of Limitations, and it 
is folly to deny it. The court was 
led by the arguments and motions of his 
counsel to dismiss the case, after having 
branded the defendant by declaring that 
the witness, Price, had without doubt 
told the truth. If Price’s testimony was 
true, and if the official papers of the Post 
Office Department are trustworthy evi- 
dence, a thorough investigation before 
Judge WYLIE and a jury would have 
caused the conviction and imprisonment 
of Mr. KELLOGG. The most hasty exam- 
ination of the evidence upon which the 
Government relied for his conviction and 
punishment shows why he strove with all 
his might to escape a legal investigation 
and is now apparently willing to be inves- 
tigated by the House, which cannot pun- 
ish him. 

PRICE was a mail contractor. WALSH 
was a banker and broker, dealing in de- 
partment drafts. Prick testified that he 
gave F £LLOGG $20,000, for which KELLOGG 
undertook to induce Brapy to increase 
the pay on two of PRIcE’s routes. The 
annual pay was raised from $12,113 to 
$50,770. Prick did not give KELLOGG 
money, but five drafts or orders on 
the department for $3,000 each, 
which were to be collected out of 
his future pay, and a _ promissory 
note for $5,000. WaLsH swears that 
KELLOGG placed this paper in his hands 
for collection, instructing him to credit 
one-half of the proceeds to him and the 
other half to Brapy, and that the money 
was collected and so credited in due time. 
The postal drafts have been presented by 
the Government in court, and WALSH 
has presented numerous checks and other 
documents in support of his statements. 

This was the Government’s case against 
KELLOGG. Does any one wonder that he 
sought for flaws in the indictment and 
was glad to escape trial by pleading that 
he could not be prosecuted because the 
indictment had been found three years 
after he made the bargain with PRICE? 
He offered no defense. He did not 
say ‘‘My honor is at stake; I waive the 
Statute of Limitations and insist upon a 
thorough trial of these charges.” Now, 
when the House may be unable to secure 
the attendance of the Government’s wit- 
nesses, he asks for an opportunity to clear 
his character before a committee. 

Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, declared yester- 
day that if KELLOGG was guilty he did not 
want tosit with him in the House. If Mr. 
Kasson has been unable to form an opin- 
ion upon this subject from a consideration 
of KELLOGG’s own course and of the evi- 
dence produced against him and unim- 
peached, he cannot hope to be enlightened 
by the record ofa hearing before a House 
committee. 


BLACKGUARD DUKES. 


It has often been said that the English 
system of primogeniture and entail has 
the effect of keeping the great hereditary 
estates thus secured as “‘ instituticns.” 
There has in the past been an element of 
justice in this pretension. The parks and 
palaces upon which land reformers cast 
invidious glances have really been kept for 
the benefit of the public. In France 
famous buildings, public as well as 
private, are taken in charge by the 
Government as historical monuments. 
In England it has been necessary neither 
to secularize the cathedrals nor to nation- 
alize private property in order to bring 
about the same result. While a chateau 
like Blois or Pierrefonds and a cathedral 
like Amiens or Chartres are preserved for 
the public only by being acquired by the 
public, a cathedral like Canterbury or a 
famous “ place” like Haddon Hall or 
Chatsworth or Blenheim can be made 
equally serviceable to the public by being 
left to the church or to the family of the 
owner. An English nobleman who treated 
his ancestral estate as if it were his own 
property, for which he was accounta- 
ble to nobody, has always fallen into pub- 
lic disfavor. If he cut down the timber 
of his park or sent the famous pictures of 
his gallery to auction in order to repair the 
results of his own extravagance he suf- 
fered very severe social penalties at the 
hands of his own class, or if he locked 
his gates against sight-seers he suf- 
fered from the hatred of the class 
below him. The result is that the 
houses of the British aristocracy contain 
a series of museums, picture galleries, and 
libraries which are the accumulations of 
many generations, and which are to all 
intents and purposes as much public prop- 
erty as if the taxes had been voted for 
them directly instead of indirectly, and 
as if the Government had assumed the 
responsibility of collecting and maintain- 
ing them—a responsibility for which the 
British Government is singularly unfit— 
instead of leaving that labor to the noble- 
men who were the custodians of these 
treasures, each for his own life. 


There is no doubt that this has been a 
noteworthy compensation for the enor- 
mous cost to Great Britain of the landed 
aristocracy. It is even doubtful whether 
the sums spent upon the great estates of 
England could or would have been more 
wisely spent if the inheritance’ of land by 
primogeniture and. entail had been abol- 
ished with the feudal system by which it. 
was required and justified. But some 
vicious. members .of the aristocracy seem 
bent upon proving that this excuse for 
the privileges of their order/is no longer 


valid by treating their ancestral possessions 


as if they had won them at cards. Some 
four or five years ago the blackguard Duke 
of HAMILTON excited the disgust of all decent 
people by selling out the treasures of Ham- 
ilton Palace in order to defray the cost of 
his own debaucheries, not reserving from 
the sale such heirlooms as a gift to his an- 
cestor from CHARLES I. The blackguard 
Duke of MaRLBOROUGH is going through a 
similar process of liquidation. The other 
day it was announced that he had arranged 
for acommutation of the pension bestowed 
upon the first Duke. It is announced to- 
day that he has offered eleven pictures of 
the Blenheim collection to the National 
Gallery for £367,500, and the London press 
seems to urge the acceptance of this offer 
upon the ground that the pictures are of 
high artistic value and of “unique his- 
torical interest.” 

There can be no pretense that an estate 
is virtually held in trust for the public 
when the trustee attempts to make the 
public, which "has already paid once for 
his possessions, pay for them over again 
on pain of having them sold abroad or dis- 
posed of to private collectors who will

FREIGHT AND PASSENGERS. 


The purchase of the Oregon by the Cu- 
nard Company is evidence that the new 
managers of that company comprehend 
that the time is close at hand when the 
freight and passenger business must be 
separated, and that they intend to recover 
their old supremacy asthe leading pas- 
senger line. 

The Cunard Company has been slow to 
realize the necessity of owning fast ships. 
First the White Star Line, and then the In- 
man Line, placed steamers on the Atlantic 
that were much faster than the Cunard- 
ers, but fora long time the Cunard Com- 
pany made no effort to compete with the 
fast ships. Not until both the White Star 
and the Inman ships had been beaten by 
the later Guion ships did the Cunard peo- 
ple begin to provide themselves with a 
new fleet, and even then they built 
ships designed for carrying large quanti- 
ties of freight rather than for speed. 
When, however, freights fell so low in 
consequence of the swarm of cheap ‘‘ ocean 
tramps” that a fast ship could not carry 
freight at a profit, it became clear that 
the regular steam-ship companies must 
either build fast ships to secure the pas- 
senger traffic, or slow ones exclusively for 
freight. Thesuccess of the three Guion 
‘* greyhounds” has demonstrated that 
the passenger traffic carried on by fast ships 
pays better than the freight traffic carried 
on by nine and ten day ships, and the Cu- 
nard Company has fully recognized the 
fact. 

Before very long the steam-ship lines 
that compete for the passenger business 
will have fleets of steamers that will be 
at least as fast as the Alaska and the 
Arizona. The lines that devote them- 
selves to the freight business will content 
themselves with steamers burning a com- 
paratively small quantity of coal, and 
crossing the Atlantic in about twelve days. 
As for the nine-day steamers, that are too 
fast for the freight business and too slow 
for the passenger business, they will dis- 
appear from the Atlantic and be placed 
on other routes. They were wonderful 
ships in their day, but they are now of 
little use except to lose tnoney for their 
owners. 


A TRAGEDY. 


Whatever ravages the professional news- 
paper humorist has committed have hith- 
erto been confined to the reading public. 
The humorists have not preyed upon one 
another, but have lived in peace and 
harmony, wisely perceiving that the sup- 
ply of goats and stove pipes and mother- 
in-laws and girls with large feet is suf- 
ficient.to enable every newspaper to have 
its own humorist without attacking other 
humorists. 

We may therefore assume that the un- 
fortunate circumstance which has placed 
the lives of a Chicago and an Atlanta 
humorist in danger was a mere accident, 
and not the result of malice or reckless- 
ness. It appears that a short time ago the 
Chicago humorist thought it would be a 
good joke to announce the approaching 
marriage of the Atlanta humorist, and 
thereupon invented a young lady, the 
daughter of an alleged Georgian Colonel, 
and printed a paragraph to the effect that 
the Atlanta humorist was about to marry 
the young lady in question. The names of 
the invented young lady and Colonel were 
plausible ones, but as they were developed 
out of the inner consciousness of the Chi- 
cago man he felt that no harm could be 
done by their publication. 


It so happened that there resides in 
Georgia a Colonel of precisely the same 
name as that of the invented Colonel, and 
that he has a daughter named substantial- 
ly as specified in the Chicago humorist’s 
paragraph. This Colonel was naturally 
indignant at the use of his daughter's 
name, and he therefore took with him two 
other Colonels and his revolver and pro- 
ceeded to the office of the Atlanta humor- 
ist with the intention of making a Georgia 
repartee to the matrimonial joke. The 
humorist had not yet seen the comic effort 
of his Chicago contemporary, and was 
greatly astonished by the visit of the irate 
Colonels. Fortunately a brother editor 
seized the first Colonel who showed signs 
of drawing a revolver and held him until 
the true origin and nature of the joke was 
explained. This ended the affair as far as 
the Atlanta humorist was concerned, but 
the aggrieved Colonel, borrowing a small 
sum of money. inatantlv started for Chi- 
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| cil of humorists, mistakes like that 
| which so nearly resulted in the shooting 
of the Atlanta humorist, and which, by 
this time, has doubtless hurried a Chicago 
humorist to an untimely grave, would be 
avoided. It is sad to see a humorist cut 
; down in his prime, just as the house- 
cleaning, ice-cream, and Sunday-school 
picnic jokes are in season; butif there- 
by a valuable lesson is taught to surviving 
humorists the visit of the Georgian Colonel 
to Chicago will not have been made in 
vain. 


The circular of the heirs of Dr. LE 
MovnE, of Washington, Penn., published 
in the news columns of to-day’s TIMEs, 
gives curious evidence of ths extent to 
which what may be called the utilitarian 
view of disposing of the remains of the 
dead is gaining ground upon the senti- 
mental view—though of course there is 
much to be said for cremation even from 
the sentimental point of view. Dr. LE 
Moyne’s “‘ crematory” is so much in re- 
quest that his Executors are forced 
to give notice that it cannot hereafter 
be used except for the remains of 
residents of the county in which it is 
situated. They suggest that crematories 
can be built elsewhere to supply the in- 
creasing demand, a suggestion which in- 
dicates their sincerity and also their com- 
mercial innocence. If they were versed 
in the methods of Wall-street they would 
project a crematory twenty times as big, 
*‘stock it” for twenty times its cost, and 
employ an expert to “ float” the stock, 
themselves forming with the expert a 
construction company ‘‘on the ground 
floor” to absorb whatever profits the en- 
terprise might yield. :

“centres” of the Union. The performances 
of the choral forces were as admirable in their 
way as was thesinging of the less experienced 
choral bodies in the earlier concerts. Their 
greater proficiency was shown in the choice 
of more exacting numbers, and especially in 
their light and shade. An occasional departure 
from absolute accuracy of intonation and a 
tendency—not sufficiently marked, however, 
to be offensive—to misplace the tonic ac- 
cent of the word and to give less breadth 
to the vowel sounds than was desirable 
were the only grounds for adverse comment. 
Hatton's “* Indian Maid,” the ** Bridal Chorus,” 
from “Lohengrin,” Grieg’s “ Cloister Gate” 
cantata, (which is rather dry and monotonous 
when an organ anda piano have to sustain and 
vary the vocal parts,) anthems by Tours, Gar- 
rett, and others, Gounod’s “Super Flumina 
Babylonis,” and Macfarren’s part song, 
“OQ Mary call the cattle home” were 
the principal pieces allotted to the chorus. 


Macfarren’s quaint and effective song, although 
taken somewuat too fast, was so happily rendered 
as to elicit an enthusiastic encore, and the glow- 
ing themes and rich harmonies of Gounod’s 
“Motet,” which belongs to a kind of religious 
music that will require more practical evidence 
of its superficiality than “advanced” theorists 
have yet n able to offer ere it is finally set 
aside, was sung with precision, feel'ng, and a 
volume of fresh and pure tone such as one is 
seldom privileged to listen to. The solvists 
bad, as usual, abundantappreciation. ‘The Meigs 
sisters are a perfectiy balanced quartet, and 
their voices are as goodas their singing is true 
and nicely shaded. Miss Henne’s announced 
songs were supplemented by ‘“*Comin* thro’ the 
Ryo,” and Mrs. Hills was heard in * In gay Sevil- 
la.” Itis to be hoped that the Choral Union will 
in due season aim still higher, and that next year 
some oratorio choruses, if not part of an ora- 
torio, will be attempted by the unusually large 
choral bodies at the command of the organization.

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-THE COLLISION NEAR ROCHESTER. 


A JAPANESE PRINCE AND SUITE IN ONE OF 
THE WRECKED SLEEPING CARS. 

Rocuester, N. Y., May 23.—The collision 
between the St. Louis express and a freight train, 
near Brighton Station, two miles east of this city, 
late last night, is not as serious in its results as 
was at first supposed. The express was running 
at fullspeed, and the freight train, on the Av- 
burn. branch, which crosses the main track at 
Brighton Station, struck the sleeping car next to 
the baggage car. Seven sleepers, which com- 
posed the express train, were thrown from the 
track. The freight engine struck the sleeper di- 
agonally. A wrecking train was immediately 
cent to the scene of the accident. Great con- 
fusion prevailed, and from the natureof the 
accident it was thought that several pas- 
sengers must have been killed. In a _ short 
time, however, it was learned that no one had 
been killed or fatally injured, but twenty or 
more had received injuries more or less serious. 
The wounded were panes on the wrecking train, 
with as many of the other passengers as there 
was room for, and brought tothis city. The 
friends of the injured procured carriages, and 
they were taken to the various hotels. It is said 
that the accident was caused by the absence of 
the flagman at the Brighton crossing. lit was the 
duty of the freight conductor to hold his train 
until the express had passed, 

Frederick Parrish, the sleeping car conductor, 
had his right arm smashed almost toa jelly. 
With remarkable coolness, and without betray- 
ing a sign of suffering, he procured a strap, 
which he bound tightly around the mangled 
member at the shoulder, after which he took his 
small penknife and cut the arm off just below 
the strap.

OBITUARY. 


COL. JOSEPH FISK. 

Col. Joseph Fisk died in the early part 
of this week at Allegan, Mich., aged 74. He had 
been identified with a number of important rail- 
road enterprises during his long and busy life. 
He was born in Charlemont, Mass. His father 
removed when he was a boy to Macedon, N. Y. 
and afterward to Willlamson, Wayne County. 


N. Y. 1In1834 Joseph Fisk went to Michigan and 
settled in Allegan, thenamerehamiet. Forsome 
years he was quite extensively engaged in buiid- 
ing operations. In 1852 he took a contract for 
building ‘the Chicago breakwater, and his suc- 
cessful performance of that job gave him 
prominence as a contractor. In the follow- 
ing year he took contracts for building 
the Eel River Railroad in Indiana, about 
100 miles in length. In 1854-5 he was connected 
with the Dubuque and Pacific Railroad in lowa, 
and from 1857 to 1863 was in Missouri. 

Immediately after the war Col, Fisk returned 
to Missouri and re-engaged in railroad work. 
From 1867 to 1871 he was engaged in pushing 
several railroad extensions in the western part of 
Michigan. His last contract of any note was with 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Railroad. 
In all he built over 1,009 miles of railway, and in 
his various transactions he showed admirable 
business qualifications, which, with sterling 
honesty, secured. for him the confidence and re- 
spect of a!l who knew him. He had been out of 
active business for several years.

EDWIN C. BURT. 

Edwin C. Burt, of the firm of Edwin C 
Burt & Co., manufacturers of shoes, died. at his 
residence, in Orange, N.J., yesterday morning 
of anacute attack of Bright’s disease. He had 
been confined to his home with the malady for 
the past five weeks, but was so much improved 
that on Thursday afternoon he went out driv- 
ing, returning about 6 o’clock, apparentiy in 
better health than he had been for some time 
Mr. Burt was burn at New-Boston, Mass., in 
July, 1818, and resided there until 1825, when he 
removed to Hartford, where his father engaged 
in the leather business. Here, in 1838, in part- 
nership with his father, he began the manu- 
facture of boots and shoes, but, as_ the 
market at Hartford was at that time small, in 
1848 he came to this city, and with his brother 
James engaged in the boot and shoe jobbing 
business with the Southern and Western mar- 
kets. The outbreak of the civil war in .184@j 
closed the Southern markets against the firm, 
and Mr. Burt then engaged in the manufacture 
of women’s and children’s shoes, in which busi- 
ness he was engaged ut the time of his death. He 
was a Deacon and Trustee in the North Orange 
Baptist Church, which heand his brother found- 
ed. He wasalsoa Director of the Hanover In- 
surance Company. His wife and five childrey 
survive him. 
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GEORGE LEAR. 

Ex-Attorney-General George Lear, of 
Pennsylvania, died at bis home in Doylestown 
yesterday morning. He had been ill several 
months, and bis death was not unexpected. 

Mr. Lear was born in Warwick, Bucks County, 
Penn., Feb, 16, 1818. He was seif-educated, hav- 


ing left school when he was 18 years old. Asa lg- 
borer he was employed on a farm until he was 19 
years old, when he became a teacher in one at the 
yublic schools. After teaching fer four years 
Mr. Lear entered a country storein Doylestown 
asaclerk. He devoted his leisure haurs to study- 
ing law under the direction of a local lawyer, 
and was admitted to the Bar in 1844. Four years 
later he was appointed Deputy Attorney-Gen- 
eral otf Bucks County, and he held that office 
until 1850. He was a member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention in 1872. In, 1875 he was ap- 
ointed Attorney-General of the State by Gov. 
fartranft, and he held that office severai years. 
He was also President of the Doylestown National

FLOWER’S IMPRUDENT MANAGERS. 


SOME MISTAKES ALREADY MADE, BUT WHICH 
DO NOT DISCOURAGE THEM. 

WATERTOWN, May 23.—The managers of 
the Flower canvass in this section are old and 
wily politicians, who have long been serving 
their task-masters, and who are now clinging to 
their forlorn hope in the political sea. Until this 
week their work has been done with a secrecy 
and quietness which made easy sailing, and they 
have encountered no opposition or unkind 
words. In fact they were really led to believe 
that for once in their numerous campaigns the 
old sores would remain unopened and the 
ancient misdeeds would not be brought to light. 


However, the district conventions Monday and 
Tuesday developed their plan of action, and the 
growling has begun. 

The first mistake made, or, at least, the mis- 
take first brought to light so far, was the action 
of Mr. Flower's advance press agent, E. J. Clark, 
in openly manipulating the district conventions, 
Although residing in the Fourth Ward, this city, 
he accepted a substitution on a delegation from 
one of the towns in the First District. The con- 
vention was in the hands of Mr. Clark, a young 
man named Gibbons, Mr. Flower’s private secre- 
tary, being in the city, and to whom Mr. Clark 
undoubtedly submitted the names of the dele- 
gates and the resolutions which hada been pre- 
viously provided. In this convention Mr. Ciark 
made a record. It was protasy the shortest con- 
vention ever held. Mr. Clark was ready for 
adjournment in 10 minutes after the call 
to order. Six motions were made, and 
three of them came from the hps of 
Mr. Clark. Tuesday, the Second District 
convention was held. Unfortunately, there was 
no vacancy in the town delegations which Mr. 
Clark was asked to fill. However, theresoiutions 
which were passed were so similar to the ones 
boited by the convention the day before that 
Mr. Clark’s handiwork was at once discovered. 
These resolutions Govetones the plan of Mr. 
Flower’s canvass—to lead Mr. Tilden’s friends to 
the belief that Flower is for Tilden first and 
Flower next, and that Tilden will support Flower 
if he (Flower) is the nominee. It is believed by 
some that in the Tammany districts, where a 
copy of these resolutions will probably be in- 
troduced, the name of John Kelly will be sub- 
stituted for that of Mr. Tilden, with necessary 
alterations, although how any enthusiasm can 
be runinon “the great fraud of 1876” cannot 
now he discovered, although it may be mentioned 
that Mr. Flower’s ballot went to Kelly in 1879. 

But the greatest mistake of allon the part of 
Mr. Clark was the slating of David Ehrlicher, of 
this city, as a delegate to the State Convention. 
In order to fully explain this mistake it may be 
necessary to go back to Mr. O’Brien’s canvass for 
Attorney-General, at which time Mr. Flower did 
not oppose Mr. O’Brien, but Mr. Ehrlicher did. 
It is now quite generally conceded, though not 

ositively announced, that Mr. O’Brien is work- 
ng quietly. for Cleveland. Strenuous efforts 
have been made by Mr. Flower’s friends to put 
Mr. O’Brien on record, but without success. 
Now they throw down the gauntlet to the At- 
torney-General by placing a man ops the State 
delegation who is obnoxious to him and his 
friends. Mr. Ehrlicher is a man of firm convic- 
tions and good education. He doesa rosperons 
business in lager beer, and last Fall made 
many enemies by bolting several of the Demo- 
cratic nominees. He bolted Mr. O’Brien because 
he was a Catholic and openly boasts of having 
influenced a number of votes against him. He™ 
bolted Maynard because of his temperance con- 
victions, and he bolted the Democratic nominee 
for Mayor because he would have appointed a 
Catholic for City Attorney had he been elected. 
This did not deter Mr. Clark from ‘placing Mr. 
Ebrlicher on the delegation, and, in consequence, 
Mr. O'Brien's friends have taken advantage of 
the weakness and created much commotion. 
The Flower men allege that Mr. Ehrlicher can be 
used in the State Convention to advantage as a 
sort of interpreter to win over some stubborn 
German delegates who may wander in. 

Mr. Flower’s friends are confident that the 
Democrats of St. Lawrence County wiil join 
heartily in their boom, but they are not so cer- 
tain of Oswego County, where John Kelly has a 
large following. The Hon. Willard Johnson, of 
Fulton, who has been elected several times to 
the Assembly in a strongly Republican district, 
has announced his preferences for Cleveland, 
and will probably carry his district for him. It 
made little difference, Flower’s managers say, 
what place was selected for the State Conven- 
tion. They claim that at Saratoga they will have 
the support of a thousand local Democrats who 
would yell for Flower on the slightest provoca- 
tion. It is only fair to state, however, that here, 
in Mr. Flower’s home, the mass of the Democ- 
racy are firmly united for him, and will be 
greatly disappointed if he does not pull through.

PROCEEDINGS OF VARIOUS RELIGIOUS BODIES 
NOW IN SESSION. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 23.—The Committee 
on Freedmen’s Aid and Work in the South sub- 
mitted to the Methodist Episcopal Conference 
to-day a number of reports, which were voted 
upon without discussion. A resolution was adopt- 
ed indorsing the administration of the Freedmen’s 
Aid Society during the last quadrennial. Anoth- 
er report, which was adopted, &uggested that an 
appeal be made to the church for $500,000 as a 
centennial offering to the great work of the 
Freedmen’s Aid Society. A minute of esteem 
was presented Bishop Simpson, the paper being 
signed by the Rev. J. M. Buckley, D. D., of New- 
York; the Rey. John Lanahan, D. D.; the Rev. 
William F, Warren, D. D., President of the Bos- 
ton University; Gov. Pattison; ex-Gov. John 
Evans, of Coiorado, and Oliver Hoyt, Esq., of 


New-York. The report of the Sunday-school 
Committee, recommending the publication of a 
Sunday-school hymnal, was unanimously adopt- 
ed without one word of debate. It was dou 
less the first report that has passed the Confer- 
ence without discussion. 


BALTIMORE, May 23.—In the Methodist 
Protestant Convention this morning Mrs. Miller 
and Mrs. Brown, officers of the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Society, presented a report and a mem- 
orial, which were referred to the Committee on 
Missions.

Some time later Mr. Bowdre Phinizy 
died, leaving his estate to his widow, his father, 
Mr. Ferdinand Phinizy, being the Executor, The 
income of the estate thus left to the widow was 
$2,000 a year, which Mr. Phinizy paid for one 
year, and then ceased. He gave as a reason that

Mrs. Phinizy employed ex-Senator Pope Bar- 
row, who succeeded Ben Hill in the Senate, 
and the Hon. Joseph B. Cumming to prosecute 
her claim for the estate.

THE QUESTION WHETHER VEDDER 
IS OR IS NOT DEAD. 
THE PROBLEM A SURROGATE WAS CALLED 
UPON TO SOLVE, AFTER THE TRAGEDY 


AT LUNA ISLAND. 

Lockport, N. Y., May 23.—On the early 
morning of April 10 Van Rensselaer Pearson 
was found dead on Luna Island, near the edge of 
the American Fall, with two pistol-bullet holes 
through his head. The clothes of his brother-in- 
law, Thomas Vedder, were at the same time 
found carefully piled up near the body. The 
horse and buggy with which the two men had 
ridden up from Suspension Bridge, their place of 
residence, between 4 and 5 o’clock of the previ- 
ous afternoon, were found hitched near the be- 
ginning of the descending pathway leading from 
Goat to Luna Island, covered with sleet. Six 
weeks have since elapsed and the foregoing brief 
statement is substantially a!l that isknown of the 
fate of the two men. A Coroner's jury at Niag- 
ara Falls sitting upon the body of Pearson and 
getting all the evidence attainable rendered a 


verdict that he died from causes unknown. The 
body was buried, and inquiry after the remains 
of Vedder has since been on the keen scent. The 
ress has been full of the case. Perhaps no in- 
ividual disappearance since that of William 
Morgan of Masonic notoriety, in the same vicin- 
ity, has ever been so well advertised. 

A reward has been offered and published by 
James Vedder, the brother of the disappeared. 
Adventurous men have descended by ropes from 
the brink of Luna Island tothe deep pool at the 
foot of the Cave of the Winds, where Vedder's 
aay Aap have been precipitated if it went over 
the Fall, and have tried to discover something in 

this locality of mist, tumult, and the deafening 
uproar of descending waters, butin vain. The 
river is not = entirely clear of ice, and there is 
still room for the theory that the body of 
Thomas Vedder was entangled among some 
of the t ice hummocks at the foot of the 
fall. and will be found in the py * of Lewis- 
ton, seven miles below, where the Niagara be- 
gins to smooth itself when the hot weather be- 
gins. Bodies lost in this river are usually found 
near its lower shores within two weeks after- 
ward, yet there are cases where thrice that time 
has passed, even in the warm season, before dis- 
covery. That Thomas Vedder's body will yet be 
discovered in the river is eye eg | expected. 
The theory of his decamping after killing Van 
R. Pearson, which has been heJd by many people 
of the vicinity who knew both the parties, is en- 
tirely exploded by the deposition of John Young- 
man, which is hereinafter referred to. 

Thomas Vedder left an estate, real and per- 
sonal, valued at $200,000 at least. He also lefta 
will, duly executed last October, disposing of the 
same among his relatives—his brothe , sisters, 
mother, and nephews—and appointing his brother 
James his Executor. The question as to his 
death judicially arose for the first time on the 
petition for the probate of this will. There was 
no opposition to the probate; ail of his next of 
kin joined in the petition and all were anxious 
for probate, but the Surrogate hesitated, think- 
ing that, under the circumstances, since the 
death of the testator could not positively be 
shown nor his body accounted for, some delay 
was advisable. Lawyers whose attention is called 
to this subject of grant of probate or administra- 
tion where there is only circumstantial proof 
of death will be surpri: at the barrenness of 
the authorities on the subject. The leading case 
of Roderigas against the East River Savings In- 
stitution, 63 N. Y., 460, and the same casw in 76 
N. Y., 316, with its curious results, is about all 
the juaicial examination of this question that 
we have in this State. After the lapse of almost 
six weeks the Surrogate of Niagara County has 
admitted this will to probate upon numerous 
depositions tending to show that Thomas Vedder 
was drowned in Niagara River and carried over 
the Falls on the evening of April 9, 1884. Yet 
there isno more certainty in the matter than 
ever attends what is sought to be established by 
circumstantial evidence; and it will be a relief 
to all concerned, as well as to those who may 
ever be similarly situated, to know that the case 
of Roderigas, in the Court of Appeals, before 
cited, established the law that the acts of an 
Executor or Administrator appointed by the 
Surrogate on competent procf will be lawful, 
although it should afterward appear that the 
su testator or intestate was alive. 

Fi is Vedder case, from its circumstances as 
well as from the social and business standing of 
the parties, has created a profound sensation in 
this vicinity, and in distant parts of the country 
it will be long remembered as the most fearful 
tragedy ever known at Niagara. Did Vedder kill 
Pearson and then jump into the swift river and 
take his deatb-plunge over the cataract? Did 
Pearson kil] Vedder, remove his clothes and care- 
fully pile them up. throw the body in the river, 
and then shoot himself? These are questions 
which in all probability can never be answered 
short of the judgment day. The depositions 
taken before the Surrogate on the probate of the 
will of Thomas Vedder contain little that has not 
already been published, but a few points — 
in them quite strongly, and as this is the last in- 
vestigation that this mysterious case is likely to 
have, some notice of these depositions may not 
be without interest. 

Thomas O’ Hare, 25 years old, a resident at Ni- 
agara Falls, and well acquainted with both Ved- 
der and Pearson, is probably the last person who 
saw them alive. Between 5and6 o’clock of the 
evening of —_ 9, as he was crossing Bath Isl- 
and, he met them driving toward Goat Island. 

The depositions of Samuel Smith and Henry 
Highland, eo at the Bath Island bridge, 
establish the fact that Vedder and Pearson 
drove across the bridge toward Goat Island just 
before they were seen by O’Hare, and that they 
did not return. The finding of Pearson's body 
with the two bullet-holes and Vedder's clothes 
on Luna Island at 2 o’clock in the morning is 
established by these witnesses and by James 
Howard Pearson, a nephew of Vedder and son 
of Pearson. 

The deposition of John Youngman, Vedder's 
gardener and hostler, contains some matter of 
interest as showing, first, that Vedder had no 
ch of clothes with him in the buggy, and 
therefore that he never left Goat Island, and, sec- 
ond, that Pearson seems to have had some fear 
that Vedder was going to take him out riding. 
After detailing Pearson’s crazy actions for six 
weeks before the disappearance, Youngman 
says: “About 4:40 o’clock on the afternoon of 
April 9 last, Mr. Vedder came to me in the gar- 
den and asked me to hitch up Rosa, his horse, say- 
ing he would take’Mr. Pearson to ride. A couple 
of days betore this Mr. Pearson asked me if Mr. 
Vedder had ordered a horse up to give him aride. 


-I hitched up the horse as directed. Shortly after 


Vedderand Pearson came out to the barn togeth- 
erand gotinto the buggy. [had forgotten to put 
the horse-blanket into the buggy, and told Mr. 
Vedder I would get it. Hesaid: ‘No, you need 
not; we'll be back by 6 o’clock, before you go to 
tea.’ The space under the seat of the buggy is 
very sma!l—about two inches high, just room 
enough to slip the curtains under. I know there 
was nothing in the buggy when they started 
away, except the two men, the robe, and the 
hitching-strap. There was no‘package of any 
kind. * * * The morning of April 9 Pear- 
son came to me inthe garden and said, ‘John, 
did you take my revolver?’ I said, * When?’ 
He said, ‘That other morning when you found 
mein the hay.’ I replied, *No; did you havea 
revolver?’ He said, ‘Yes, I had one in my 
—. in a white pocket-handker- 
chief. . 

This last evidence might show an anxiety of 
Pearson not to be without his pistol. But this 
judicial investigation of the Surrogate. beyond 
establishing the probability of Thomas Pearson's 
death, which is sufficient for the proof of his 
wili, establishes nothing more. It still leaves 
those who knew both the victims of this awful 
tragedy to conjecture how such a man as Thomas 
Vedder coula have committed murder and sui- 
cide, and how, under the circumstances, it is 
possible that Van Rensselaer Pearson did commit 
these crimes.

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A PHYSICIAN WHO WANTED CONSIDERABLY 
MORE URGING. 


An extraordinary and fatal accident 
happened last evening in the refrigerator beer 
vault built by Allegretti for A. ©. L. and O. 
Meyer, agents for the Anheuser-Busch Brewing 
Association, at No. 158 West Forty-first-street, 
which isa basement entrance of the Cosmopoli- 
tan Theatre. Robert Taylor, age 82, of No. 606 
West Forty-third-street, was at a few minutes to 
6 o'clock storing ice in the refrigerator, when he 
slipped and fell in a such a manner that one of 
the points of his tongs entered the upper 


rt of the inside of his left leg so as 

r the femoral artery. The hemorrhage 
was, of course, excessive, although it anes 
that the vessel was not entirely severed, and it 
is probable that a post mortem examination may 
reveal! that had skilled aid come within five min- 
utes, oreven a longer time, his life might have 
been saved. Men who were working with him 
tore his trousers and unskillfully tied a ligature 
above the wound after trying to stanch it, and 
another ran to No. 145 West Forty-first-street and 
summoned Dr. Samuel 8S. Wyckoff. He returned 
to say that the doctor would not come, but had 
advised that an ambulance be sent for. 

Taylor was then alive, but —_ and fast fail- 
ing. Just then an officer of the Twenty-ninth 
Precinct, who was going on post, jumped from a 
Seventh-avenue car, and, learning of the acci- 
dent, boarded the next car going down town to 
go tu the Thirtieth-street station-house, 11 blocks 
away, to summon an ambulance from the New- 
York Hospital, 26 blocks from the Cosmopolitan 
Theatre. The officer followed instructions, but 
he might have gone to the quarters of Engine 
No. 26, in West Thirty-seventh-street, and saved 
more than 20 minutes by sending an ambulance 
call on the fire wires. This, however, would not 
have saved Taylor’s life. Asthe policeman passed 
down town he saw an officer whose post 
was past the Cosmopolitan Theatre, and he 
shouted to him to go there quickly. This officer, 
who has attended lectures on First Aid to the In- 
jured, contented himself with giving Taylor, 
who was speechless and gasping his last, a drink 
of whisky and bathed his head. Taylor died 
about a quarter of an hour after he was injured, 
and before the New-York ambulance arrived. A 
reporter of THE TiIMEs saw Dr. Wyckoff last 
night. He said quietly that he was asleep when 
a laboring man rung his bell three times in 
succession. When he went to the door the man 
was going away, but the “darky” called him 
back. The man said that a man had fallen 
on ice-tongs and hurt himself badly. He wanted 
adoctor. Dr. Wyckoff ** could not see” how a 
man could injure himself badly with ice-tongs, 
and he told the man that he did not want to go, 
and that he had better send for an ambulance.

A SOCIETY TO FIGHT RUMORS. 

Mischievous rumors, detrimental to the 
financial standing of certain Wall-street banking 
houses and bankers’ firms, have been so numer- 
ous of late that an organized effort is to be made 
to search out and punish their originators. About 
ascore of reputable business houses have joined 
ina mutual protective association in this matter. 


1t is proposed to employ experienced detectives to 
trace false reports concerning the financial condi- 
tion of any Wall-street house, and, if possible, 
procure the necessary evidence to prosecute not 
only the originators, but also persons who circu- 
late such stories. Members of leading firms in the 
vicinity of Wall-street declare that their credit 
and business have been temporarily injured by 
the circulation of damaging rumors. Some of 
the injured persons do not hesitate to say that 
the rumors are started intentionally by men who 
hopeto profit by keeping up the present pan- 
icky feeling. One of the gentlemen interested in 
the new movement to suppress false reports 
stated yesterday that officers were on the track 
of certain offenders who would certainly be 
made to pay the penalty of the law. One of the 
chief evils complained of is the use of the tele- 
graph wires by persons unknown to covertly 
arouse suspicion and distrust of certain New- 


York houses.

THE IMPOSITIONS PRACTICED ON 
MERCHANTS. 

INTERESTS REPRESENTING $350,000,000 
THREATENING TO SEND FREIGHT OVER 
ONE LINE—MR. FINE’S VIEWS. 

A few minutes after noon yesterday 74 
prominent business men took possession of a 
room in the National Citizens’ Bank Building, at 
No. 401 Broadway, with 74 camp chairs, 74 bam- 
boo fans, and a pitcher of ice-water. J. W. 
Congdon, of W. E. Burlock & Co., was picked out 
trom the group and placed in a big arm-chair at 
the head of alongtable. A Secretary read the 
formidable charter of the Traders and Trarel- 
ers’ Union, (co-operative,) a handsomely en- 
grossed document of 20 pages, subscribed to by 
30 different business interests and representing 
$350,000,000 worth of capital. *“*Not aman or a 
firm on there, gentlemen,” said an enthusiastic 
promoter of the new enterprise as he ran his eye 
down the list, ** but does an annual business of 
more than a million of dollars, and some of them 
do between twenty and forty millions." The fol- 
lowing firms were represented at the meeting, 
mainly by the principals:

For nearly three hours the business men used 
their fans and their tongues in discussing oppres- 
sive discriminations made against them by the 


railroads, the telegraph companies, and the ex- 
press compauies, and took initiative steps for 
relief. Mr. Congdon said that the object of the 
organization was to increase the business of 
New-York city and to save money 1n conducting 
it. It was not social in character, nor did it pro- 
pose to furnish sinecures for place-holders. The 
talk which followed was lively and aggressive. 
“ This organization is not of mushroom growth, 
sentiemen,” saida prominent dry goods dealer. 
* Four of us have been —S work for a year 
planning the matter. Everything has been done 
secretly and no word of it has reached the public 
vr the newspapers. Itisnot policy yet for us to 
tell all that we contemplate doing, but the busi- 
ness men of New-York are with us. Large firms 
not included in the articles of incorporation 
have expressed a desire to join us.” 

A coger gave an instance of the manner 
in which the railroad freight pool discriminates 
rgainst New-York merchants. ** Glass manu- 
factured in Eastern Pennsylvania,” he said, ** is 
shipped to this city over the Pennsylvania Road. 
It comes from there here as fourth class freight. 
But the New-York merchant, in sending the 
same material back, over the same road or any 
other road in the pool,to his customers must 
pay for it as first class freight—an unjust tax of 
40 or 50 per cent. on New-York dealers simply be- 
cause there happens to be a pool.” 

“The same is true inour line of business,” 
said a wholesale cotton merchant. “* Freight 
shipped from the mills in the East can be sent 
through to the West and the South cheaper than 
we can send it from this city, though it must 
pass through here on the journey. Western 
merchants can buy Eastern goods cheaper in 
Chicago than they can buy them here. The dif- 
ee in the freight alone is profit on the 
goods.”’ 

Other instances were quoted in different lines 
of business, and it was agreed that the only way 
to fight the monopoly was to workin unison. 
* The railroads teil us,” said one speaker, ** that 
if we will not let them ship our goods under 
their pool arrangement, but insist on sending 
them over the roads we wish to, they will carry 
them only to the extent of the particular line 
named in the bill, and we must have men to 
make the transfer at all changing points. Very 
well, we will do that, if necessary. We are thor- 
oughly in earnest in the matter.”” The mer- 
chants discussed other impositions on them and 
their commercial agents by railroad and express 
companies and overcharges in telegraph rates, 
and then adopted a report setting forth at length 
the steps aiready taken and the purposes of the 
organization. The document contained the fol- 
lowing: 

“The most experienced observers of the events of the 
past seven years halt between two widely diverse 
opinions as to the benefit of combinations of railroad 
interests to effect what has been aptly termed ‘trafiic 
unity’ and ‘public parity.’ On the one hand, it is 
claimed that trunk lines are but unions of independent 
railroads, controlled by no single State, though man- 
eged bya singe body of direction. ‘These trunk lines 
are fed by branches dependent on them for existence. 
Cripple the trunk, and the branches wither. Competi- 
tion ends in a ruinous cutting of rates, which dimin- 
ishes the income of the weaker members of the rail- 
way systetn, entailing bankruptcy and the destruction 
of the necessary facilities for commercial intercourse. 
Public interests are best subserved by increasing the 
facilities of travel. It is idle to contend that our water- 
courses are equal tothe demands of modern trade for 
rapid transit. 
equal emphasis that while a pool may be_benefticial to

SUDDEN DROP IN TWO STOCKS, 


RUMORS AS TO DELAWARE AND LACK- 
AWANNA AND DELAWARE AND HUDSON, 


Various rumors were set afloat in Wall- 
street yesterday relative to the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western Railroad and the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company. The price of the 
stock of the first named company dropped about 
6 points from the closing quotation of Thurs- 
day, and the price of the canal company’s stock 
went down about 10 points, but subsequently re- 
covered slightly, 

It was stated that the Directors of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western were consider- 
ing a proposition to pass the expected dividend; 
also that B. G. Clark, President of the Thomas 
Iron Company, had retired from the Directory 
of the Lackawanna, and had withdrawn the 
business of the iron company from the 
railroad. President Samuel Sloan said that the 
Lackawanna was not going to pass any divi- 
dends. “ This company always has paid dividends 
and it will continue to do so,” said he. The state- 
ment concerning Mr. Clark's resignation was de- 


! 
' 
nied by both Mr. Sloan and Mr. Clark. That the 
Thomas Iron Company had withdrawn its busi- 
ness from the Lackawanna Road was admitted. 
This business is said to have amounted to about 
$400,000 a year. Recently bids forit have been 
made by the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern, Lehigh and Susquehanna, and Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Companies. President Sloansaid: “ The 
Lehigh Vailey Road offered to carry the Thomas 
Iron Company’s freight at less rates than the 
Lackawanna could afford: consequently the Le- 
high Valley got the business.” 

It was supposed that the depreciation in the 
price of the Delaware and Hudson Canal Com- 
pany’s stock was due in part to the recent in- 
crease in the company’s stock of $3,500,000. An 
“There seems to 
be a misunderstanding regarding this increase of 
stock. It is an old matter. The stockholders 
voted about a year ago to exchange $10,000,000 of 
the company’s bonds for stock, the exchange to 
be made by degrees between now and 1891. About 
80 per cent. of the bonds called in to be ex- 
changed for the first $3,500,000 of the new stock 
have already been received. The exchange will 
be completed by June 10,and the company will 
be benefited by it, for the reason that the in- 
terest charge will be materially decreased.” 

Another reason assigned for the fall in price of 
Delaware and Hudson stock was the suspension 
of coal production and the alleged dullness of 
trade in that commodity. On this subject Vice- 
President Olyphant said: *“*The anthracite com- 

anies agreed unanimously in writing last 

Vednesday to suspend production the first and 
third weeks of June. The Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, the Delaware and Hudson, 
the Philadelphia and Reading, the Lehigh Valley, 
and the Wilkesbarre Coal pees were repre- 
sented in this agreement. Although the present 
demand for coal is no ape less than usual, it 
is a fact that asmuch coal has been placed this 
s€ason as last, which was the best on record.” 

A quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. has been 
declared by the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company, payable June 10.

SMALL-POX AMONG IMMIGRANTS. 


THE POLARIA AND HER PASSENGERS TO BE 
KEPT AT QUARANTINE, 

The steam-ship Polaria, of Carr’s Ham- 
burg Line, which arrived yesterday, had five 
cases of small-pox on board, and was detained at 
Huarantine. As soon as she entered the Narrows 
she was visited by Health Offier Smith. The sur- 
gzeon reported to him that on May 19a case of 
small-pox was discovered. The patient was im- 
mediately isolated from the others, but during 
the same day three other cases were discovered | 
among the immigrants. These were also isolated. 


There were over 1,000 immigrants on board, but 
there were no cabin passengers. 

The immigrants were carefully examined b 
the surgeon each day, but no other case of small- 
pox appeared until port was reached. Yester- 
day morning another immigrant showed symp- 
toms of the disease and was placed with the 
other four patients. Health Officer Smith or- 
dered the five patients to be sent to the River- 
side Hospital, where they now are. Four of them 
are adults. He ordered the rest of the immi- 
grants to be vaccinated, and decided that they 
would have to remain under his observation 
several days. The fact that one case broke ont 
yesterday, four days after the other patients had 
been isolated from their fellow-passengers, made 
the matter more serious than it would otherwise 
have been. The vessel was thoroughly fumigat- 
ed, and the Captain was permitted to come 
up to the city to see his agents. He re- 
verted that on Thursday night Matiida 

ttzke, age 15, and Rachael Kegelstat, age 
5, died, the former from a chronic trouble 
and the latter from pneumonia. Neither of 
these, however, had manifested any of the symp- 
toms of small-pox. Their bodies were sent to 
the Castle Garden Hospital yesterday afternoon. 
Dr. Schuitz of that hospital went down to the 
Polaria on a tug, and brought up to the city 
three immigrants who were sutlering from 
chronic and lung troubles. 

Health Officer Smith said that he might be 
obliged to keep the well immigrants at Quaran- 
tine for 12 days. He would detain them five 
days under any circumstances. They could not 
very well be landed while they were under ob- 
servation, and the Polaria would have to remain 
at Quarantine until the danger was regarded as 
over. There was no cause for alarm, the Health 
Officer added, as no immigrants from the Polaria 
would be allowed to come up tothe city while 
there wasany danger of their communicating 
the disease,

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STOCK EXCHANGE PRESIDENCY. 


IT IS SUGGESTED THAT THE POSITION BE 
MADE A SALARIED ONE. 

A proposition was made in the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday to alter the constitution so 
that the President of the Exchange might here- 
after be paida salary. This proposition was pre- 
sented in the open board{in the form of a pream- 
ble and resolution, offered by H. W. Perkins, as 
follows: 

Whereas, The _ prope rmance of the duties im- 
posed upon a Pres dent of the Exchange requires his 
dividual attention and time; and 

Whereas, It is the opinion of the members of the 
Exchange, in view of such fact, that said office of 
President should be a saiaried office; therefore 

Resolved, That the Governing Committee be reguest- 
ed at their earliest convenience to make such amend- 
ments to the constitution as that the office of Presi- 
dent shall hereafter be a salaried office, and that the 
Gov Committee be requested to postpone the 
election for a President from Monday, May 26, until 
such time as the desired amendments shall have been 
acted upon. 

The resolution was adopted by a majority of 
the members who were in the board room when 
it was read. The Governing Committee was 
hastily called together and promptly voted to 
refer the matter to the Sub-Committee on Re- 


vision of Constitution and By-laws. The time 
for the election of a President was postponed to 
Monday, June 2. 

The idea of making the office of President a 
salaried one did not meet with unanimous 
apecovel among the older members of the Ex- 
change. A strong sentiment prevails that the 
position should be a purely honorary one, and 
not one to be scrambled for on account of its 
pecuniary value. ‘It is a shame,” said an active 
and respected member of the Exchange, “to talk 
of paying our President a salary. To be sure the 
position takes up some of a man’s time, but not 
mee. y° to realiy interfere with his business. It 
would not do to attach an insignificant salary to 
such a highly honorable office, and a saiary of 
$16,000 or $15,000 a year would certainly be out 
of ail proportion to the extent of services ren- 
dered.” 

The committee of nine appointed some days 
ago to nominate a candidate for the position 
made vacant by the resignation of President 
Hatch have not beenable to agree upon aman 
who will accept the nomination. It is said that 
several gentlemen have been asked to allow their 
names to be used, but each declined on the 
ground that he could not spare the time to at- 
tend to the duties of the office. Among the gen- 
tlemen who are said to have been asked to ac- 
cept the nomination are William Lummis, the 
acting President; ex-President Donald Mackay, 
Thomas Denny, and James D. Smith. 


A CLERGYMAN’S FORTUNE. 


MISS MARX’S WILL CONTESTED ON THE 


GROUND OF UNDUE INFLUENCE, 
Objections to the will of the late Catha- 
rine Henrietta Marx, granddaughter of Dr. 
Marx, at one time Court Physician to the King 
of Hanover, were filedin the Surrogate’s Office 
yesterday by Franklin and Clifford H. Bartlett 
on behalf of descendants of the Marx family in 
this country and in England. The impending 
litigation is indirectly connected toa certain ex- 
tent with similar proceedings against the wills of 
Miss Marx’s two sisters a few years ago. Dr. 
Marx, in 1815, left the service of the King of 
Hanover, and with part of his family emigrated 
to Richmond, Va. He had three sons—Asher, 
George, and Joseph. George Marx remained in 
England, Joseph went to Virginia, and Asher 
came to New-York City, and eventually mar- 
ried a Miss Livingstone. Asher Marx had 
three daughters—Emma Julia, Caroline Maria, 
and Catharine Henrietta. When Caroline grew 
to womanhood she became very friendly with 
the Rev. J. B. Bradley, a ritualistic Episcopalian 
minister, who subsequently made an effort to 
establish an oratory on Broadway. She became 
an inmate of the oratory, but the project failed, 
and Bradiey in 1872 became attached to the 
Roman Catholic Church. Miss Marx also joined 
the Roman Catholic Church, and soon afterward 
went to Europe with Bradley. She traveled 
about until 1878, when she returned home, and, 
upon learning that her sister Emma Julia had 
died, leaving all her property to Catharine, she 
became indignant, and began measures looking 
toward a contest of the will. Before the matter 
ae gg court, however, the differences were ad- 
usted. 
In the Fall of 1878 Caroline died, leaving a life 
interest in all her property to Father Bradley, 
with a provision thataipon his death the estate 
should pass into the possession of the Roman 
Catholic Little Sisters of the Poor. The will was 
contested by Catharine without result, and as a 
last resort it was taken to the Court of Appeals. 
A decision upholding the will but cutting off the 
provision for the Roman Catholic Little Sisters 
of the Poor was given. Catharine Henrietta died 
Feb. 16, 1884, leaving the bulk of ber property to 
the Rev. Charles William Morrill, formerly Rec- 
tor of St. Alban’s Episcopal Church, whom she 
held in high esteem. The estate is said to be val- 
ued at $200,000. The will is contested by a num- 
ber of the descendants of George Marx in En- 
gland and of Joseph Marx in this country. 
Among the contestants are the Eltings, of Phila- 
delphia, and members of the Jervoise family, of 
England. It is claimed that the will was made 
through undue influence. A motion for the ap- 
pointment of a temporary Administrator will be 
made on Monday.

ASSETS THAT ARE LARGE ON PAPER. 
Schedules in the matter of the assign- 
ment of William F. Owensand George A. Mercer, 
stock brokers, for the benefit of their creditors, 
to Freling H. Smith, were filed in the Court of 
Common Pleas yesterday. The liabilities of the 
assignors are $200,648 45, their nominal assets 
485.397 04, and their actual assets $23, 94, 
hey owe the Bank of the Republic $134,538 12, 
to secure which indebtedness the bank holds secu- 
rities representing a face value of $578,833 75, but 
which the Assignee thinks will not produce at 
sale more than enough to satisfy the claim of 
the bank.

perfect embodiment of the qualities, mental and 
moral, which should enter into and constitute 
the character of a great jurist and advocate.” 
Eulogistic addresses were then made by James C. 
Carter, Frederick R. Coudert, William M. Evarts, 
and ex-Judge Charles A. Peabody, and the resolu- 
tions were adopted.

The certificate of incorporation of the 
New-York Music Festival Association of the 
Oratorio and Symphony Societies was filed in the 
County Clerk's office yesterday. The association 
proposes to promote, cultivate, and advance 


music by holding public festivals. Its Di- 
rectors for the first year are George F.
